S a c r a m e n t o , April 10th, 2:15 a. m., 1880. 
The amendment t«> the County Government bill 
proposing to re-establish the office of Public Admin­ 
istrator was voted down. 
Many other amendments were voted down, and at 
4:45 a. m. the bill was ordered to a third reading, 
made the order of the day, and the Senate adjourned 
until 10 o’clock. 
TUB LAST DAY. 
The Senate met pursuant to adjournment at 10 
o ’clo ck a . M., President Mansfield iu the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum piesent. 
The reading of the minutes was temporarily dis 
pensed w th. 
Mr. J o h n s o n moved that a Committee of Confer­ 
ence be appointed iu relation to the disagreement 
between the two houses concerning the Appro­ 
priation bill. Not decided upon. 
Mr. C iie n e v called up bill No. 296—An Act for the 
relief of W. S. Safford. 
Lost—aves 19. noea 13—less than the necessary 
number voting in the affirmative. 
Mr. J o h n s o n moved to reconsider the vote, and 
recite ■ the facts in the case, which are that Mr. Saf­ 
ford had incurred the expense in a legal suit, and 
the claim wa> just. 
Mr. S e a r s called up the special order, the County 
Government bill, and raised the point of order that 
it took precedence. The C h a ir sustained the point. 
The ruling was sustained, and Mr. J o h n s o n ap­ 
pealed, on the ground that it could not be called up 
while he was entitled to the floor. 
The decision of the Chair was sustained—ayes 26, 
noes 7. 
Mr. B a k f.r moved the previous question on the 
County Government bill. On a division 19 Senators 
voted in the affirmative.

Assembly Bill No. 249—An Act amendatory of 
an Act entitled an Act for the better protection of 
the stockholders in corporations framed under the 
laws of the State of California for the purpose of 
carrying on and conducting the business of mining, 
approved Marcli 30, 1874—was passed—ayes *24, 
noes 3. 
Assembly Bill No. 323—Amendatory of the Po­ 
litical Code, relating to elections, and to repeal Sec­ 
tion 1042 of said Code—was read. 
Mr. ESoh moved to recommit the bill to the com­ 
mittee with instructions to amend it and report it 
immediately. Lost—ayes 13, noes 18. 
On the final passage of the bill the vote was an­ 
nounced—ayes 20, noes 12. 
Senator B a k e r called for the names of those who 
had voted, and Senator Byrne was found to have 
voted, and, his name being recorded, the bill was 
passed by 21 votes, a constitutional majority. 
A report was received from the Committee on Public 
Printing stating that the journal had been properly 
corrected, and a resolution w as adopted authorizing 
the State Printer to furnish t.ie clerk of the Senate a 
file of the corrected journal for comparison with the 
written journal. 
Assembly Bill No. 83, to create a Bureau of Labor 
and Statistics of Land and Labor in the State of 
California, was read and lost—ayes 10, noes 11, 21 
votes being required. 
Senators Satterwhite, George and Hudson were 
excused from further attendance at this session. 
Assembly messages were taken up, and the bill 
providing for a contingent fund to meet the ex­ 
penses "f the Assembly was considered. 
Mr. S e a r s moved that the bill be declared a case 
of urgency, the provision of the Constitution rela­ 
tive to third reading dispensed with and the bill 
passed. On this the vote w as: Ayes 21, noes 7. 
The Chair decided that 27 votes were necessary. 
Mr. J o h n s t o n raised the point of order that there 
were 28 Senators present and it only required two- 
thirds of that number. 
Mr. D ic k in s o n appealed from the decision of the 
Chair that 27 votes were necessary. 
On the question, “ Shall the decision of the Chair 
be sustained V” the vote was: Ayes 19, noes 12, and 
the Chair was sustained. 
Mr. B a k e r moved a reconsideration of the vote by 
which the bill was refused to be declared a case of 
urgency, and the motion to reconsider was adopted

The question then recurred on the suspe* sion of 
the rule requiring reading on three different days, 
and the vote was ayes 30, noes 0.

for so doing being that they are deficiency items, 
and are out of place in the general appropriation 
bill for the thirty-second fiscal year. 
The Assembly, by a vote cf 2 ayes to 56 noes, re­ 
fused to pass the first item over the Governor’s veto. 
Th2 next item, appropriating $5l,o00 deficiency 
for the San Quentin Prison, was taken up for con­ 
sideration.

The next item considered was the $9,000 deficiency 
for the Folsom Branch Prison. The Assembly, by á 
vote of 8 ayes to 51 noes, refused to pass the same 
over the veto.

been made, and more ore mentioned as about 
to be consummated.

B an F ra n c is c o , A pril 16th.—The giant 
powder works a t W est Berkeley, across the 
bay, exploded this afternoon, killing 12 white 
men and 12 or 15 Chinamen. 
This is the 
third explosion the company has sustained, 
all attended with loss of life. 
The explo­ 
sion occurred in the packing-room, and all 
at work there were killed. 
A bout 6,000 
pounds of powder was in the room. 
A ll the 
victims were blown to atoms. 
The largest 
piece 
found was 
p art 
of 
the skull 
of a Chinam an and the cue attached. There 
were six houses inside the works, and all 
were blown to slivers, but the workmen in 
them escaped, with the exception of one man 
in the magazine, no trace of whom was found. 
Outside 
of the works 
are six 
houses, 
including 
the 
boarding-house 
of 
the 
hands, and all are 
more 
or less dam ­ 
aged. 
The 
cause 
of 
the 
explosion 
is 
supposed to be carelessness. 
The workmen 
are hired by the piece, and directed to use 
wooden m allets in packing cartridges; but 
they found th at they could work faster and 
make more money by using iron hammers—a 
risky business around giant powder. 
I t is 
supposed th at one man used an iron hammer 
once too m any, and his cartridge went off, 
igniting 
the 
powder before him, which 
communicated with adjacent packages, with 
the terrible results noted.

FLAX CULTURE. 


FI.nr cuitare was one of the earliest cult­ 
ures of which we have any historic record. 
It has also been cultivated over as large area 
of the earth’s surface as any other crop we 
have any knowledge of. All kinds of soil 
■will produce flax, and the crop seems to be 
adapted to the warmest as well as the coldest 
of climates. In ancient times, from the fiber 
of flax was produced the most fashionable 
apparel of kings and princes, and to this day 
fine linen is a necessity to those who clothe 
themselves in costly and elegant clothes. 
The cultivation and manufacture of flax, in 
whatever country, has always given employ­ 
ment to great numbers of farmers, artisans 
and laborers, and has contributed materially 
to the general prosperity of more classes of 
people than any other article of culture 
known to agriculture. It has also contributed 
more than most any other culture to the gen­ 
eral wealth and intelligence of the countries 
in which it has been extensively grown and 
used than most any other single plant we 
have any account of. While the preparation 
of flax for the great number of uses to which 
it is put gives employment to so many people, 
these processes are so simple as not to require 
any very great skill; and this is one of the 
chief reasons why the iufluence of its culti­ 
vation is so generally good. Most of the 
work in the preparation of the fiber for u-e is 
also done indoors, and hence, too, people can 
make use of all kinds of weather and turn a 
greater proportion of their time to account 
than they could if all this labor had to be 
done out of doors and in good weather. The 
strength of the fiber of flax renders it valu­ 
able for a large class of necessary uses, but 
the luxuries to which it contributes are in­ 
debted to the great fineness to which the 
thread may be spun out. Thread has been 
made from flax fiber so fine that it required 
228 yards to the pound. In this State the 
cultivation of flax has been entered into 
mostly for the seed, for the manufacture of 
linseed oil, while the fiber ha3 been made use 
of to but a very limited extent. In many of 
thejsouthern coast counties flax is cultivated 
quite extensively, and its cultivation is prov­ 
ing more remunerative for this purpose alone 
than is the cultivation of wheat, corn, barley 
or oats. If in addition to this use the fiber 
•ould be utilized, the profitableness of the 
crop could be greatly increased, and the 
number of people to whom employment 
would be given would be greatly extended. 
The experience of farmers in California who 
have alternated flax with other crops has de­ 
monstrated to their satisfaction quite gener­ 
ally the fact that the crops that succeed flax 
immediately are much lighter than those suc­ 
ceeding other crops. This at first gave rise 
to the opinion that flax was very exhaustive 
to the soil. But while this idea seemed war­ 
ranted in some cases, in others the experience 
demonstrated quite the opposite state of 
facts, and warranted a contrary opin­ 
ion. 
Continued cultivation 
and more 
close 
observations 
have 
now set­ 
tled the difference of 
opinion on 
this subject, and it has been proven pretty 
satisfactorily that flax does not extract from 
the soil any more of the fertilizing ingredients 
than does wheat, barley, oats or corn, but 
that it does exhau-t the soil of moisture to a 
much greater extent than any of these crops— 
that this seems to lie the case to a greater 
extent on light soils than on heavy adobe 
soils. Even on adobe s o ü b the flax seems to 
improve succeeding crops by an improvement 
of the mechanical condition of the soil. This 
set of facts is indicativo of the kinds of soil 
that should be devoted to flax as an alternate 
crop. Heavy, wet soils are found to pro­ 
duce as much flax seed to the acre as good 
wheat lands produce of wheat, and as flax 
brings from ;0 to 50 per cent, more per 
pound than wheat, it follows that it is a more 
profitable crop on soil adapted to it. Much 
of the tule lands of this State, if the water 
could be kept cff of them, would prove the 
best flax lauds we have. It is found, how­ 
ever, that while flax seems to improve the 
mechanical condition of this class of lands, 
they need very thorough cultivation and pul­ 
verization before the seed is sown on them. 
Then the great number of deep-running roots 
the flax sends down into the soil so separates 
and breaks it up that for years after its tilth 
is much improved. In sowing flax for the 
fiber it should be sown very thick, so as to 
induce a straight growth of the stem without 
branches; but in sowiug for the seed 
alone it produces more if sown quite 
thin, 
as 
then 
it 
branches 
out 
and makes a stronger stalk and gives better 
pods or heads and more seed. Fifty pounds 
is generally sown to the acre where seed 
alone is the object, and even thirty pounds 
has been found to give better results than fifty 
or more. The average product per acre of 
flax seed in thiB State is about 1,200 pounds.

HISTORY OF THE POTATO. 
There is considerable confusion in regard 
to the dhcovery and early history of the po­ 
tato, but there is no doubt of the fact that 
South America gave to the world this useful 
article of food. “ Boyle’s Botany of the 
Himalaya Mountains” says: “ The Old 
World is indebted to the New World for the 
potato. It wa3 first found in a wild state in 
33* south latitude, in the mountains near 
Valparaiso, about 1550.” It is said that the 
natives of Teru called the potato papas, and 
that our name came from confounding the 
plant v/ith the sweet potato, which the na­ 
tives of the West Indies called batata—hence 
potato. The potato was introduced into 
Ireland about 1576, and was first planted 
on the estate of Sir John Hawkins, near Cork. 
The soil and climate of that island being 
so well adapted to the growth and perfection 
of this tuber, it improved and spread very 
rapidly there and became a very popular 
article of food. It is said that the circum­ 
stance of the religious wars which waged so 
long in Ireland after this time contributed 
greatly to the popularity of the potato as a 
crop and as food. While a crop of grain 
could be destroyed in a day by turning stock 
into it, or could be burned in dry weather in 
an hour, it required so much labor and time 
to destroy a potato crop that they generally 
•scaped harm from the enemy. 
Hence, 
during this unfortunate period, the potato 
became almost the only crop cultivated, and 
the only food of the common country people. 
Hence the name Irish potato, while the 
truth is they are an American product. 
It is said that the people of Scotland had a 


prejudice against the potato, probably arising 
from the fact that it was not mentioned in the 
Bible—the Puritans are certainly chargeable 
with prejudice against the potato from this 
cause. In France the potato was received 
with but little favor. Seeing this, a cele­ 
brated agriculturist and writer on rural sub­ 
jects, knowing its value as human food, 
conceived the following plan of rendering 
it popular: He planted several plats of 
ground with potatoes in exposed and public 
places, and when ready to be dug, instead of 
gathering them, he put up notices and signs 
that any person found disturbing them would 
be punished severely. The reBuit was that 
the curiosity of the people was so much ex­ 
cited to taste of the forbidden food that all 
his potatoes were soon taken and eaten and 
greatly enjoyed by those who ate them. 
After this they grew rapidly in popularity. 
There are many varieties of potatoes, but 
few really valuable kinds. The varieties are 
produced by raising seedlings from the potato 
seeds contained in the balls. 


AGRICULTURAL INTELLIGENCE. 
H atching.—Do not imagine that handling 
eggs during incubation will prevent hatching. 
With care the eggs may be handled every 
day, and not the .slightest harm result there­ 
from. Should any of t lie eggs get broken in 
the nest, wash the remaining eggs in warm 
water and clean out the nest, for an egg that 
is daubed with the contents of another egg 
will not hatch. During the last week of in­ 
cubation the egga should be sprinkled every 
other day with warm water. 
B ee C ulture.—Owing to the weak condi­ 
tion of bees, natural swarming will not com­ 
mence* this season as early as usual. Arti­ 
ficial swarming is now general among nearly 
all practical apiarists. It is urged by some, 
however, that bees know best when to swarm, 
and that natural swarms are stronger, and 
consequently more reliable. But when per­ 
mitted to swarm ad libitum, bees require 
constant watching, else swarms wiil abscond, 
and leave the apiarist to sigh over his loss as 
they go glimmering. Artificial swarming, 
when properly done, is as reliable and much 
safer than natural swarming, as it prevents 
the loss of swarms by absconding. We have 
not adopted the method usually practiced in 
this country of making two colonies out of 
one. This leaves both colonies quite weak, 
ami it any calamity should befall the forage 
arul supplies be cut short, the bees will be 
found too weak to be self-sustaining. We 
would advise the making of one swarm 
from five, or, if you have not that 
many, from what you have. 
If five, 
take two or three frames containing broo, 
and eggs, with the bees adhering, from eacd 
of four hives, and place them in your new, 
being careful that you do not get the quetus, 
or more than one. Then remove the fifth 
hive (which should be the strong one) fifteen 
or twenty feet away. Do this about the mid­ 
dle of the day, when the bee's are at work, 
and place the new colony where it stood. 
When the bees return they will be somewhat 
disconcerted by the change of domicile, but 
after flying around and in and out a few times 
they accept the situation and go to work. 
In making the swarm, from two to four of 
the cambs should coutain honey, and be 
p'aeed at each end of the hive, with those 
that coutain brood in the middle. If the 
queen is got givea them they will rear one 
from the egg. Now you have a colony that 
for any emergency is as good as an old one, 
less the queen. As fast as the empty frames 
that replaced the full ones taken out are 
filled, swarming may be repeated. 
C beam op T artar.—The manufacture of 
cream of tartar has at last been entered 
upon in California. The name of the gen­ 
tleman who has inaugurated the enterprise 
is D. Oardaire, and he proposes to purchase 
the crude cream tartar, or argols, from vine- 
yardists, paying them a reasonable price 
therefor. Of course, the sum to be realized 
by each individual wine maker from this 
source is small, but In the course of years it 
will aggregate a considerable amount. Had 
argols been saleable all the years in which 
wine has been made in Anaheim, and had a 
strict account of sales been kept, it would 
have shown that the revenue from that source 
was not to be despised. A ton of grapes 
1 yields, according to the nature of the fruit, 
: quantities varying between one and two 
pounds of argol, of which, in good samples, 
an average of about 82 per cent, is cream uf 
tartar.—[Anaheim Gazette. 
L ive Stock P rofits.—T he following fig­ 
ures from the New York Tribune will have 
an interest for those who own and those who 
deal in live stock: “A cent per pound in the 
gross of hogs means a gain of §30,000,000 on 
the 3,000,000 000 pounds which will reprtsent 
the organized pork-packing supply; and there 
will be saved for farmers’ and villagers’ home 
use about two-thirds as much more. The in­ 
crease in the value of beef is equivalent to at 
least §25,000,000 on the year’s return, if prices 
should be sustained. An improvement of 3 
cents per pouud in cheese, on a year’s make, 
would represent fully §10,000,000. and 6 cents 
on butter, a gain uf more than §50,000,000.” 
M il l e t.—Hungarian grass o r Hungarian 
millet (Panicuni Germanicum), gives the best 
results on a sandy loam, and is thus suited to 
the soil mentioned, but will grow well 
on almost any ordinary soil. It does well 
on those that are light and dry if they are 
well manured. It withstands drought well, 
and will doubtless do well in this latitude 
under favorable conditions. German millet 
(Setaria Germánica), is a variety of Bengal 
grass (SetariaItalica), much resembling Hun­ 
garian.

To R oast a T urkey. —Make a stuffing 
of bread crumbs, pepper, salt and a little 
piece of butter; mix it lightly with an 
egg. Stuff the craw. Spit it and lay it 
down a good distance from the tire, which 
should be clear and brisk. Dust it with 
flour and baste it with cold lard several 
times. When done, serve it with its 
own gravy. 
Be sura to skim the 
oil from the top of the gravy before 
serving it in the boat proper for its ap­ 
pearance at table. If it be of a middle size, 
that is to say, seven or eight pounds in 
weight, an hour and a quarter should be 
allowed for roasting. The same directions 
answer for halting in a stove, only the pro­ 
cess is slower, and will require from two to 
three hours, according to the tenderness of 
the flesh. If by any accident a turkey has 
been allowed to get stale or in the least 
tainted, wash it thoroughly in weak vin­ 
egar and water, in which a tahlespoonful 
of bicarbonate of soda has been dissolved. 
It will remove all unpleasant taste and 
odor and render the flesh mGre tender.

PARISIAN NOTES. 


THE RELIGIOUS QUESTION—EXPULSION 
OF THE JESUITS. 


Gambetta—An Old Custom—D cg Barbers— 
The Salon—Art—The D ram a- 
General Notes. 


P a ris , March 22, 1S80. 
The religious question has been sifted 
down to ridiculous dimensions, and 
after long consideration it has been found 
that the persecutors of the Jesuits have 
but placed in the hands of the persecuted 
greater power and security than they have 
heretofore possessed. 
Mr. Freycinet, 
doubtless frightened by the precarious 
position in which he found himself after 
his inexplicable speech before the Senate, 
has tried to redeem himself in the eyes of 
the enraged Deputies. After the recon­ 
sideration of the Article 7 by the Senate^ 
and it was found that the votes remained 
unchanged, Mr. Freycinet made another 
speech before the same House, in which he 
stated that a transaction had been proposed 
in regard to the Article 7, hut that the 
Article 7 was a transaction on the laws 
already existing, and since the Senate refused 
to accept the Article 7, there remained but 
the application of the existing laws, and 
they would be applied. 
The determi­ 
nation with which the usually timid 
Mr. Freycinet expressed himself on this 
occasion caused the Jesuits, who had cried 
victory, to draw down their faces 
iuto 
an 
unusual 
gravity 
of 
ex­ 
pression. 
There 
are 
now 
existing 
three different laws, made at different pe­ 
riods, condemning the Jesuits to banish­ 
ment or inaction. There exists, besides, a 
law by which, on any occasion deemed 
proper by the authorities, all strangers can 
be ordered to leave the French territory 
within twenty-four hours. It is stated 
positively that all foreign Jesuits are 
TO BE EXPELLED 
After a notice of fifteen days. The rest of 
the Jesuits aud other Orders not author­ 
ized are to be disbanded and scattered ; 
they will be prohibited from owning prop­ 
erty or from dwelling in France as organ­ 
ized communities. Now these Orders, be­ 
fore obeying, can demandan authorization, 
which can be granted only after a special 
law is passed by both houses. It can easily j 
be imagined the amount of time which will ! 
be engrossed by all these proceedings, the 
discussions which will arise, aud when once 
authorized these Orders will enjoy more 
privileges than before. 
The Reverend 
Father Beckx, the Director of the Jesuits, 
is now in Paris, aud will, of course, be 
among the first to be expelled. He called 
on the President of the Republic, M. 
Grevy, and had with him a private 
interview, but the particulars have not 
reached the public. Eighteen months ago, 
when the possibility of the Article 7 was 
talked about, the Jesuits, who enjoy a wide 
reputation for their sagacity and intelli­ 
gence, sold all their property in France for 
forty millions of francs. This property 
was bought by an association of rich En­ 
glish noblemen, converts to the Catholic 
faith, and who have established a bank 
called the.Anglo Bank, in view of succor­ 
ing the Jesuits. The property now in the 
hands of these gentlemen will he rented to 
those Orders already authorized, to bo 
handed over to the Jesuits when they re­ 
turn to France, which must surely come to 
pass. Now it is easy to ask, where is the 
benefit to be derived from all this agitation 
and persecution ? The most ardent parti­ 
sans of the Article 7 at present acknowl­ 
edge that they have made a faux pus and 
for which tiiey have only to thank Gatn- 
betta. Ever since 
OAMBKTTA 
Has become President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and has through that title taken 
up his residence in the elegant palace for­ 
merly occupied by the Duke de Morny, the 
famous Minister of Napoleon III, he has 
become singularly conservative. It seems 
that the luxuries of the palace have had 
60inewhat tiie same effect on him as the 
fertile valleys of Italy had on the Vandals 
of the past. No one recognizes in him the 
Gambetta of old, who, when the Republic 
wa3 in danger, with hurried feet sped from 
oue part oí France to the other, callingthe 
faithful to action and exciting theindiffer- 
rent. His friends havd dropped off one by 
one, and his most intimate friends offer as 
an excuse for him, that as he has labored 
hard to establish the Republic, he is now 
entitled to ease and repose. 
Many older 
and as hard working soldiers in the ranks 
of the Republic are far from considering 
their labors finished, and Gambetta is re­ 
garded by his former friends only as a dem­ 
agogue who has made of the people a ladder 
to help him to a comfortable little nest 
where he is sheltered from the storms. He 
was reported seriously ill the other day 
and the news caused much consternation, 
among what party do you thiuk ? 
Among tho Republican party ? Not at all, 
those alarmed were the enemies of the 
Republic, for so long as Gambetta wields 
the scepter the French Republic will remain 
a Republique conservatrice, in the same state 
as the Empire left the country, for since 
all these years not a single reform has been 
accomplished—liberty of reunion, liberty of 
association or liberty of the press has not 
yet been granted. Yes, the reactionaries 
tremble at the idea of Gambetta disappear­ 
ing from the horizon, for in his place would 
sit men more resolute, more anxious for 
actiou, such patriots as Louis Blanc and 
others, when France would then become a 
Republique reformatrice. In order that he 
may not lose all popularity he has acquirtd, 
Gambetta has agitated this religious ques­ 
tion to occupy the public atteutiou aud 
that the country may not too severely 
criticise his inaction. 
At present along the banks of the Seine 
may be perceived remnants of a 
v e ry o ld custom 
Which has been almost entirely destroyed 
by the railroads. In former times canal 
boats brought from Normandy and other 
parts of France apples in large quantities, 
to be bought up by more modest mer­ 
chants ami retailed to Parisians. The 
apples arrived in the spring-time, when 
these boats to the number of fifty and 
sixty adjoining were stationed along the 
banks of the river. They presented a 
most lively scene amidst wagons, carts, 
buyers and sellers, for all Paris was there 
procuring months’ provision of apples. 
Tnis much-appreciated fruit in those days 
was within the reach of the poor, for what 
was then paid for a basket must now be 
given for a pound. This apple market is 
called the “ mail.” It scarce retains a 
vestige of its former importance, for its 
presence now is hardly noticed. Aside 
from twelve or fourteen boats, a few mer­ 
chants, aud stewards of hotels and some 
extensive private houses, who pass leisurely 
from one boat to the other, there remains 
nothing to attract the attention. In the 
fall it is the grape market, when these 
boats come from Fontainbleau and else­ 
where, but the railroad has proved as dis­ 
astrous to that a3 to’ the apple market. 
Each season Paris brings to view singular 
customs, which constantly excite astonish­ 
ment. 
In the spring-time peculiar bu=y 
creatnres, as eccentric in appearance as in 
their profession, pitch their little tents 
along the different quays. As they are 
Dever seen at other times of the year, or 
known to follow any other trade, it is easy 
to believe them wandering gypsies or sort 
of 
RIP VAN WINKLES, 
Who sleep during the winter, to awaken 
oaly with the spring. Should you pieep 
under one of these tents you would find 
the little man surrounded by a number of 
poodle-dogs, who watch him closely as he 
holds one of their companions between his 
knees and closely clips the prisoner’s hair 
with a most formidable-looking pair of 
•hears. They are a forlorn appearing 


group, but it is impossible to understand 
from their anxious glances whether or not 
they relish the operation. They may be 
said to have little taste for it, but accept it 
with philosophical resignation, for when 
ieleased they spread themselves in the 
sun’s rays aud doubtless meditate as 
to whether or not the cold they 
are sure to catch will be a simple 
influenza or a grave-yard cough. Later in 
the season, when these precious pets have 
been sheared, the quays beeome an object 
of curiosity to the promer.aders, for these 
little men are then occupied in cleaning and 
bathiDg the dogs. Beside him stand the 
different guardians anxiously watching his 
movements to see that no harm may coine to 
their precious charges, while the dog cleaner 
rubs and rubs them with soap until they 
appear like compact sea-foam, after which 
he plunges them into the river, and after a 
thorough rinsing and another rubbing he 
returns them to their owners. 
Do the 
dogs like this operation ? It is as difficult 
to decido upon, for they manifest the same 
stoicism, but we are inclined to believe 
that were they not aware of their own 
value aud importance—for they are heavily 
taxed as valuable property—they would 
at times express some objections, and as 
it is, they doubtless reflect they would 
just as leave be anything else as a dog. 
When the dogs are scarce, that is to say, 
when their mistresses do not think it 
necessary to have them bathed, these little 
mpn turn their attention to horses, and for 
a few sous, bestriding one theylead a num­ 
ber of others into the water, where they 
enjoy a cool bath. There are always a 
number of idlers on the bridgea^who "look 
down on these operations witli considerable 
interest, and the entire scene is quite ani­ 
mated. To-day is the last day that the 
pictures of the artists are received for

As may be imagined, these last days have 
been days of anxiety and suspense to the 
artists, for many continually awaiting an 
inspiration have found the filial moment 
arrive with an unfinished canvas before 
them ; others, relying on their acknowl­ 
edged skill, have waited until the last mo­ 
ment to add the finishing touches. All 
young aspirants for admission have doubt­ 
less passed sleepless nights wondering in 
their minds whether or not they wiil be 
received. Since three days in the neigh­ 
borhood of the Palais d’industrie there 
have been seen large covered pictures, 
with perhaps one corner of the gilded 
frame peeping out, carried by two 
men, sometimes three, to the door 
of the entrance. Sometimes it is a carriage, 
sometimes a wagon, which arrives with its 
hiding, or again the timid artist with a 
small picture under his arm moves w ith 
hesitating step, while his heart beats with' 
emotion. The salon this year promises to 
be very interestiug, as the subjects treated 
by the principal artists have already been 
made known to the public. Bonnat, who 
painted such a remarkable portrait of 
Thiers, and later of Victor Hugo, will ex­ 
pose the portraitof M. JulesGrevy, the Pres­ 
ident of the Republic. He has also painted 
recently the portrait of Gambetta, hut as he 
has painted a picture for this salon, and as 
two pictures only’ are allowed to each 
artist, Gambetta will not figure at the 
salon this year. That reminds me that 
there has been a case pending in Court for 
some time relative to Gambetta’s bust. A 
lady, ail admirer of the reuowued orator, 
ordered his bust of an artist and agreed to 
pay a certain sum for it, provided it was 
received and exposed at the salon. The 
bust was received, hut Gambetta found it 
so far from flattering that he persuaded the 
authorities to remove it. Hence the cause 
of discontent was the lady refuses to buy it. 
THE p l a t 
Of “ The Nabob,” taken from the inter­ 
esting novel of Alphonse Daudet, is having 
far butter success than was predicted for it. 
It is particularly interesting for the reason 
that all the characters are real and readily 
recognised by all Parisians who mingled in 
fashionable society during the Empire. It 
was predicted that after these Parisians 
had been to see the play its success would 
end there, hut Alphonse Daudet, with the 
aid of .a fellow-laborer, has succeeded in 
drawing sufficient dramatic effects from his 
novel to entertain the public fur a long 
time. It is even to be played in the prov­ 
inces, to be translated in German, and, I 
believe, into Euglish, hut the play is not to 
bo printed, for the reason that as no inter­ 
national laws exist in America or England 
for the protection of autlmrs, the authors 
of “ The Nabob” have no derire to tempt 
those nations to a theft of which they heve 
been so repeatedly guilty, aud which has 
excited the censure of all literary persons 
this Bide of the water. 
The Americans 
who come abroad with inventions complain 
that there are no laws existing in France 
w hich protect them from other inventors 
w ho may claim the same privileges for the 
same invention—so there remains some­ 
thing to be done on both sides of the world, 
for both industry and art.

A G lactep. in t h e R ooky M o u n ta in s.— 
The Leadville Herald reports, on the au­ 
thority of “ a gentleman who has, during 
the past two years, traversed the moun­ 
tains in the vicinity of Leadville, and pen­ 
etrated almost every one of their recesses,” 
the fact of the existence of a veritable 
glacier, presenting all the characteristics of 
the Swiss glaciers, both in magnitude and 
motion, within twenty-five miles of that 
city. When first discovered several years 
ago, the report affirms, it was nearly a mile 
in length, and at the bottom of the “ gulch” 
presented a sheer precipico of ice about 150 
feet in hight. Later in the season it had 
been considerably reduced both in length 
and bulk ; but earlier in the following year 
it had regained its first dimensions. The 
rocks on the sides of this immense mass of 
moving ice are said to show all the charac­ 
teristic signs of glacier action. T he locc- 
tion of this interesting natural curiosity is 
said to be in the Mosquito Range, about 
fifteen miles north of the Pass; and, being 
very inaccessible and out of the ordinary 
line of travel, the fact of its being discov­ 
ered at th¡3 late day is accounted for. 
A M a c n e t C a p a b le or L iftin g T h re e 
T o n s.— C. Belly, of Indianapolis, has lately 
made an 800 pound electro magnet. The 
two iron cores are four inches thick by 
thirty inches long, and slide along a yoke 
eighteen inches in leogth, so as to vary the 
distance of the poles. The two coils 
around the two cores consist of eight lay­ 
ers of isolated No. 6 copper wire, and the 
terminals are so arranged that the electri­ 
cal current may be sent in various ways. 
Pole extension for diamagnetism is pro­ 
vided, and the various experiments for 
which it is adapted are almost numberless. 
This magnet was made for Professor Jahn 
of one of the schools in Indianapolis

SCIENCE FAIRY-LAND. 


HOME EXPERIMENTS FOR OUR YOUNGER 
. 
READERS. 


[NUMBER FOUR.] 
T w e n ty - e ig h t h E x p e rim e n t.—The ad­ 
hesion between air aud water is great, aud 
may be illustrated by pouring water down 
a long tube which rests upon a block of 
wood. Allow the water to flow down the 
tube and escape so as to leave a space 
above the water, and just as that space be­ 
gins to be created make a smoke at the 
top of the tube, and as the water 
declines, and as smoke is heavy and tends 
to sink, it will be seen to follow the air 
down the tube, showing that the air is fol­ 
lowing the water also. 
T w e n ty -n in th E x p e rim e n t.—The crys­ 
tallization of salts form the basis of many 
an interesting experiment. 
There are 
four great orders of salts, the oxy-salts, 
the hydro-salts, the sulphur salts, and the 
haloid salts. To cause a substance to crys­ 
tallize its particles must be first set flee. 
Dissolve powdered alum in water—its par­ 
ticles are set free thereby and the solvent 
power uf the water opposes gravitation and 
every part of the solution is equally im­ 
pregnated with the alum. How shall you 
proceed to bring the alum to ;*■ solid state 
again ? By evaporating the excess of water 
by heat or long atmospheric exposure iu a 
sha'low vessel. A thin film first forms and 
this is made up of crystals. Take a drop of 
the solution aud put it on a bit of glass 
and it will rapidly fill with minute 
crystals, if the evaporation has been car­ 
ried suflieiently far. l’lace the solution in 
a shallow dish after being well evaporated 
by heat, and as it cools the crystals of 
alum will form aud take on beautiful 
shapes of the utmost regularity, denoted 
by a geometrical term called octohedral, 
or eight-sided crystals. 
If bismuth is 
melted in a crucible, and when cooling 
and just as the skin or crust is forming, if 
two small holes are instantly made by a 
rod of iron, and the liquid metal poured 
out from the inside (the one hole for the 
metal, the other for the ingress of air), on 
breaking the crucible the bismuth is found 
to be crystallized in the most lovely 
cubes. Sulphur by a similar [dan may 
he crystallized in prismatic crystals. 
Saturate boiling water with Glauber's salt, 
of which one ounce, and a half of water 
will usually dissolve about two ounces. 
Pour while boiling hut into clean oil-flasks, 


j or vials of any kind, previously heated in 
the oven, and immediately cork them or 


j tie strips of wetted biadder. No crystal­ 
lization will take place when cold until 
atmospheric air is admitted, which, being 
let in by a hole in the cover, the crystals 
almost instantly form. 
If solidification 
does not take place rapidly, drop iu a 
minute crystal of Glauber’s salt, and the 
whole mass will crystallize. 
T h ir t ie t h E x pe r im e n t.—Flame con- 
"sists of three parts—the outer lifm, which 
has little or no luminosity, a second film 
where carbon is deposited and produces 
light, and an interior space containing un­ 
burnt gas. This can be seen by close ex­ 
amination of the flame of a candle, and 
the hollow space can be shown by pressing 
a piece of smooth-sized paper down upon a 
candle flame for a moment, when it will be 
found that the paper will bs blackened ex­ 
cept in the center. 
T h ir ty - F irs t E x p e rim e n t.—Air set in 
motion produces waves of sound. Tne 
theoretical ether pervading all matter like­ 
wise set in motion produces light. You 
may illustrate vibration by using a finger 
glaes. Hang a small ebony ball by a silk 
thread to a bent brass wire directly over it, 
so that the hall may touch either the out­ 
side or inside of the glass. Attention must 
be given to the quiescence of the hall when 
a violin bow is lightly moved over 
the edge of the glass without pro­ 
ducing sound, and to the contrary 
effect obtained by so moving and 
pressing 
the 
bow 
that 
a 
sharp 
sound is emitti d, when immediately 
the little hall is thrown off from the edge, 
the repulsive action being continued as 
long as the sound is produced by the vi­ 
bration of the glass. The vibrations being 
first set up in the glass and communicated 
to the surrounding air, a sound is pro­ 
duced. If the glass be vibrated or a bi-11 
rung in a vacuum no sound will be pro­ 
duced, 
because 
the glass will not 
be surrounded with air. Compare the sun 
to the finger-glass, suppose it to he en­ 
dowed with a vibratory motion, and that 
it seta the ether in motion in place of the 
air, throwing it into waves which travel 
through space, and you will see how the 
impressions of light may be conveyed from 
a luminous object. Throw a stone into a 
pool of water and note the rings of waves 
produced as the surrounding molecules of 
water are helped up above their level, 
descending again by the force of gravita­ 
tion, and again throwing up other waves, 
each subsiding one raising another until 
the force of the original wave dies, or is 
lost upon the edge of the pool in faint 
ripples. But remember the water docs not 
really travel at all, but that the force is 
propagated by the rising and falling of 
each separate paiticle of water as it is dis­ 
turbed by the momentum of the descend­ 
ing wave before it. 
These experiments 
will serve to illustrate the theory of vi­ 
bratory mediums and progressive action, 
and the undulatory theory with regard to 
light, and its propagation through space, 
by which it is assumed 
that the 
whole universe is filled with a high­ 
ly elastic race medium of most atten­ 
uated nature called ether, possessing the 
property of inertia, but nut of gravitation. 
Light is thrown out on all sides from a 
luminous body, like the spokes of a wheel, 
anil in the absence of airy obstruction, the 
rays are distributed equally on all sides. 
As a natural consequence arising from the 
divergence of each ray from the other, the 
intensity of light decreases as the distance 
from the luminous source increases, and vice 
versa. To illustrate, take a folding fan 
and open it, and let the rods or slats repre­ 
sent the diverging rays. At the pivot they 
are all united and are thickly placed, hut 
toward the outer edge of the fan they are 
wide apart. Place the finger at the outer 
edge; it will tonch but one rod or slat 
(one ray of light), but [lace it near the 
pivot and it will in tercep t m any rods (or 
rays). This w ill give you some idea of 
how the in ten sity of light is m easured by 
the photometer, w hich w e shall explain in 
th e n sx t experim ent. 


GENEBAL NOTES. 
The University of Sydney, New South 
Wales, has had a bequest of $500,000. 
Seventy-six towns in Connecticut—about 
one-half the State—have voted against 
licensing the sale of liquor. 
One hundred Italian families will go to 
Arkansas next fall to settle in the St. 
Joseph colony at Morrilton. 
An international dog show is announced 
to be held at Haarlem, in Holland, from 
the 2Gth to the 28th of June. 
The number of building permits issued 
in Boston since the year opened is twice 
that issued in the same period of 1879. 
Captain H. W. Howgate, of the United 
States Signal Office, has been elected a 
corresponding member of the Geographical 
Society of Antwerp. 
General Todleben is reported to luave said 
that ten pounds more of dynamite would 
have sent the whole superstructure above 
the cellar iu the Czar's W inter Palace into 
the air. 
Verona is shortly either to be deprived 
of its rank as a great fortress, or fortified 
like Metz aud Strasbourg in a first-class 
modern style. The W ar Department at 
Rome is studying the question. 
According to the last census, Japan has 
a population of 34.30S.404 inhabitants. 
The capital of the Empire, Tokio, or, as it 
is otherwise called, Yeddo, hail at the c ud 
of 1879 a population of 1,036,771. 
According to the Academy, the German 
excavations at Pergamos have come to an 
end, the Turkish firman granted for the 
purpose having expired. The last discov­ 
eries are statues of Zeus and Augustus, 
found near the Temple of Augustus, which 
appears to date from the time of Tiberius. 
An international exhibition of jewelry 
will be held at Groniug, Holland, in the 
latter part of July, 1880. The most inter­ 
esting feature of the display will probably 
be a col'ection of tools employed in the 
manufacture of jewels and watches during 
the last three centuries. 
The prizes 
awarded will consist of gold, silver and 
brass medals. 
There is some talk ef constructing on the 
Place du Carrousel, at Paris, a vast monu­ 
ment illustrating the history of past repub­ 
lican governments. The four angles of the 
future monument will be occupied by 
colossal equestrian statues of four illustri­ 
ous generals of the First Republic—Kleber, 
Huche, Marceau aud a fourth who has not 
yet been chosen. 
The trustees of the Peabody fund have 
determined to withdraw aid from the 
schools of the South, as a rule, and to de­ 
vote the interest of the fund to the better 
education of teachers. In Southern Caro­ 
lina so much of the fund as is available 
will he employed in defraying the expenses 
of teachers’ institutes throughout tiie 
State, in charge of the Superintendent of 
Education. 
There are in the Swiss Alps abont 
twenty cabins or refuges, built at the ex­ 
pense of the Alpine Club, to facilitate the 
ascension of high peaks. The “ Uto” sec­ 
tion of Zurich has decided to build a hut 
of this kind on the Sohlossberg, in the 
Canton of Uri, and is about to take the 
necessary steps to obtain permission from 
the Communal Council uf Attiugiiausen to 
carry out its plans. 
In the Fjcrd of Utsire, on the west 
coast of Norway, something strange like a 
large box lately appeared floating about. 
Some fishermen managed to get hold of it 
aud towed it to shore, when they d scov- 
ered that it was a damaged railway car­ 
riage, without either wheels or windows. 
On one of the doors the words “ Edin­ 
burgh”—“ Glasgow” were visible, aud in­ 
side was a bag marked “ P. B.” and it is 
supposed that it may be a carriage of the 
train which fell into the Tay. 


OLD ROYS AT PLAY. 
In the fall of 1S67 Mr. Wade invited me 
to join him in a visit to Detroit. 1 met 
him by appointment at Cleveland, Ohio, 
and found with him Mrs. Wade, Gib. 
Wade, several ladies, Gen. Burbridge, of 
Kentucky, Gen. Alfred Pleasanton, of the 
regular army, and Gov. Edward MeCook, 
of Colorado. Eher B. Ward, of Detroit, 
had sent a fine steamer to convey Mr. 
Wade and his party to Detroit and thence 
up the St. Clair flats. The ladies remained 
at Senator Chandler’s while the gentlemen 
of our party went out on the flats to fish. 
One day Gen. MeCook shot a wild goose 
on the Canada shore, and Gen. Pleasanton 
at once drew up an indictment against him 
for trespass and damage on the Queen’s 
dominions. Mr. Chandler prosecuted the 
case and .Mr. Wade defended Mr. McClook. 
The trial was a long one, and great forensic 
ability was displayed by the two able ad­ 
vocates. 
Judge Barker presided, aud 
Wade was twice fined and arrested for 
abusing the Court. 
He denounced tii* 
spectators as being interlopers, in h agne 
with the Queen against his clitnt, and de­ 
manded that they should be put out and 
not allowed within ten feet of the Court 
room. As we were on a little yacht, and 
this would have put us into water twenty 
feet deep, it was somewhat important the 
Judge should not yield to Mr. Wade’s de­ 
mand. A mob of three persons was at 
occe organized, and a rush made for Mr. 
Wade with the evident intention of giving 
him a ducking. The Court called on the 
Sheriff to read the riot act and disperse the 
mob p-then followed a charge of cavalry 
mounted on broomsticks, and lawyers. 
Judge, jnry and prisoners were trampled 
under foot in that terrific charge. This 
eharge was led by a famous cavalry General 
whom I had seen on the battlefield of Bev­ 
erly Ford leading 10,000 cavalrymen to 
bloody battle. 
Wade contended that 
McOook’s goose had been gamboling when 
shot, and produced witnesses to prove it. 
He then argued that as the Queen of Eng­ 
land was a highly moral woman she could 
not approve of immoral couduct in her 
goose, and therefore his client ought to be 
acquitted. After ail elaborate charge from 
Judge Baxter the jury were sent tielow, 
where they remained so long making up 
their verdict that the Judge and lawyers 
got uneasy lest they were drinking np all 
tho wine.and the Judge ordered the Sheriff 
to bring them up. They returned a ver­ 
dict acquitting MeCook, but Chandler said 
they were drunk, when a wild scene of 
confusion ensued, which was only quelled 
by another charge of cavalry in which the 
i Judge was ridden duv.n and really quite 
badly hurt. Those were jo'ly days of fun 
.and frolic, and the old boys at play were 
a sight that would have amused the Amer­ 
ican people if it had not increased their 
respect for some of our great mem—{Gen. 
Brisbin in the Phiiadelpiiia Press. 


A m erican P roducts A broad. —Our Con­ 
sul at Geneva reports large importations of 
American anthracite into Switzerland, 
where it finds a ready sale at present low 
prices, though he considers it doubtful 
whether it can permanently compete with 
French coal and coke, lie states that 
American stoves, which have followed in 
the wake of our coal, are very popular 
there, and holds out the prosp: ct to onr 
manufacturers of a large aud profitable 
trade in these goods, if they are made to 
conform to Swiss ideas of taste. The Lon­ 
don Truth makes the following very grati­ 
fying statements respecting another suc­ 
cessful American industry,to w it: “ Ameri­ 
can clocks and watches are sold for less 
than those of English and Swiss make in 
England and ;n Switzerland. And yet the 
skilled labor in this business is not cheaper 
than with us. Therefore, by sheer superi­ 
ority of intelligence, and by the perfection 
of machinery, we have been cut out, by 
the Americans, of a trade in which wc for­ 
merly held our own.” * * Another 
London journal, referring to American cot­ 
ton goods, says : “ Much surprise has been 
lately expreesed at the continually increas­ 
ing exports of cotton goods from New York 
to this country. * * * It has been en­ 
tirely the fault of onr manufactnrers that 
the import of American calicoes has bees 
so largo and that it has continued so lon&. 
The oDe feature which commended them to 
tho British public was their purity.”—[Ke- 
giueering Journal.

HOME ADORNMENT AND DOMESTIC ECON­ 
OMY-ALL AROUND THE HOUSE.

The Ventilation of Bedrooms. 
Although the blood circulation is less 
active during sleep than when awake it is 
of considerable importance to health that 
bedrooms should be well ventilated. 
The 
sleeper, like a bed-ridden person, is en­ 
tirely dependent upon the atmosphere sup­ 
plied to him for the means of carrying on 
the chemical purification and nutrition of 
his body. 
He m ust breathe the air that 
surrounds him, and he does this for a 
lengthy portion of each period of twenty- 
four 
hours, 
although 
it 
is 
probable 
th at in a large m ajority of cases the 
atmosphere has become so deteriorated 
by the expiration of carbon and the ema­ 
nations from the body' generally, th at if 
the senses were on the alert some change 
would be sought as a mere m atter of pref­ 
erence. 
W hen a person places himself in 
a condition to take iu all air, w ithout be­ 
ing able to exercise any control over its de­ 
livery, he ought to be sure th at the supply 
will be adequate, not merely for the main­ 
tenance of life, but for the preservation 
of health. 
If a man were to deliberately 
shut himself for some six or eight hours 
daily in a stuffy room, with closed doors 
and 
windows 
(the 
doors 
not 
being 
opened even to change the air during 
the period of incarceration), and were then 
to complain of headache and debility, he 
would be justly told th at his own w ant of 
intelligent foresight was the cause of his 
suffering. 
Nevertheless, this is w hat the 
great mass of people do every night of 
their lives, w ith no thought of their im pru­ 
dence. 
There are few bedrooms in which 
it is perfectly safe to pass the night w ith­ 
out something more than ordinary precau­ 
tions to secure an overflow of fresh air. 
Every 
sleeping 
apartm ent 
should, 
of 
course, have a fire-place, with an open 
chimney', and in cold weather it is well 
if the 
grate 
contains 
a 
small 
fire, 
at least enough to create an up-cast cut- 
rent aud carry off the vitiated air of the 
room. 
In all such cases, however, when a 
fire is used it is necessary to see that the 
air drawn into the room comes from the 
outside of the house. 
By a facile mistake 
it is possible to place the occupant of a 
bed-room with a fire in a closed house in a 
direct current of foul air, drawn from 
all parts of the establishment. 
Summer 
and winter, with or w ithout the use of fires, 
it is well to have a free ingress for pure 
air. 
This 
should 
be 
the 
ventilator’s 
first concern. 
Foul 
air will 
find 
an 
exit 
if pure 
air is adm itted in suf­ 
ficient quantity, but it is not certain 
pure air will be drawn in if the impure is 
drawn away. 
So far as sleeping-rooms are 
concerned, it is wise to let in air from 
without. 
The aim m ust be to accomplish 
the object w ithout causing a great fall of 
tem perature or a draught. 
The windows 
may be drawn down an inch or two at the 
top w ith advantage, and a fold of muslin 
will form a “ ventilator” to take off the 
feeling of draught. 
This, with an open 
fire place, will generally suffice, and pro­ 
duce no unpleasant consequences, even 
when the weather is cold. 
It is, however, 
essential th at the air outside should be 
pure. 
L ittle is likely to be gained by 
letting in fog or even a town m ist.—[Lon­ 
don Lancet. 


R eceipts. 


N ut Ca k e s. — H eat one quart of new 
m ilk , but do not let it b o il; add tw o tea­ 
cupfuls of lard, and three cupfuls th e sam e 
size of sugar, eith er w h ite or a lig h t brown ; 
w hen w ell m elted stir in one cupful of yeast 
and enough flour to form a th ick sponge ; 
beat long and w ell, and w hen the m ass 
seem s lig h t and full of bubbles, stir in to it 
th e w ell-beaten yolk aud w h ite of one egg ; 
w hen ligh t, w ork w ell and le t it rise again ; 
then roll and cu t in to shape ; boil in hot 
lard u n til brown. 
H am Croquettes.—Take a quarter of a 
pound of grated ham or tongue, and mix it 
with two ounces of mashed potatoes ; melt 
a piece of butter in a saucepan, add the 
mince, season with a little pepper, a very 
little stock, a little powdered sweet herbs 
and chopped parsley ; stir until quite hot, 
then add, off the fire, the yolks of two 
eggs ; lay the mince on a plate to cool, 
make it into croquettes, roll them in egg, 
and then in baked bread-crumbs, and fry 
in hot lard. 
D a n p t 
P u d d in g .— Four eggs broken 
and beaten separately, five tableapoonfuls 
of white sugar, to be added to the whites 
after they are well beaten, so th at they 
stand alone. 
Four heaping tablespoonfuls 
of brown sugar m ust be beaten into the 
yolks with two tablespoonfuls of 
corn 
starch. 
Pour over the yolks one quart of 
boiled milk, stirring until well mixed. 
Any flavoring may be used th at suits one’s 
taste. 
The whites are to be pu t on top 
and nicely browned. 
S alt S u l ph u r M u f f in s.— One pint of 
yeast, half a pint of water, six eggs, one 
pound of butter. 
These m ust be worked 
together about 12 o’clock, noon, into a 
dough just thick enough not to srick to the 
fingers. 
Now set it to rise, and work the 
dough well a second time, allowing it half 
an hour to rise before you begin to bake 
the muffins for tea. 
This recipe, as will be 
observed, is meant for a large establish­ 
ment, but the proportions may easily be 
reduced to suit the needs of a small family. 


H am G a r n ish in g a n d Or n a m e n t in g. — 
The most usual way of garnishing a ham 
when it is not glazed is to dra-'' off the 
skin, carefully dredge bread raspings all 
over the fat, and put the ham before the 
fire to become brown and crisp. 
Fasten a 
frill of white paper round the bone and 
garnish w ith parsley or hot vegetables. 
W hen served hot at a large dinner it 
should be glazed, or the rind, w'hile warm, 
may be carved in any ornamental device. 
W hite paper must be placed round the 
knuckle. 
Aspic jelly is a favorite garnish 
for cold ham. 
If the skin is not ornam ent­ 
ed it should be preserved to lay over the 
ham when it is put aside, as it is useful for 
keeping in the moisture.—[Caterer. 
A N ice Boiled P u d d in g. —Eight eggs, 
one quart of milk, one pint of flour ; add 
salt to the taste, say a light teaspoonful. 
Beat the eggs very light, the yolks and 
whites separately ; the yolks should be as 
thick as batter ; add to them alternately 
the flour and milk, and very gradually, 
beating hard all the time. 
Then stir in 
the whites, which must be beaten very 
light previously, for it wi’l spoil the pud­ 
ding to beat the batter after the whites of 
eggs are in. 
W et your pudding cloth with 
scalding water, wring it dry, flour the in­ 
side, and pour in the batter. 
It requires 
one hour for boiling, and if properly made, 
is a very delicate, light pudding. 
Serve 
with any good sauce.

The Spell-Bocxd Fiddler. A Nurse romance. By 
Kristoffer Jansen. Translated by Auher Fores- 
tier; with an introduction by Rasmus B. Ander­ 
son.

A charming recital of the life of a Norway 
peasant gifted with great musical powers. It 
has little of plot, but is a poem from begin­ 
ning to end, reciting the sad details of 
the life of a poor 
beiDg to whom na­ 
ture had given a heart to love and a 
wealth of genius to interpret the melodies 
of nature. 
The introduction, which occupies 
quite half the book, is indeed the more inter­ 
esting part of it, filled, as it is, with rare 
anecdotes of “ Ole Bull,” “ The Miller Boy,” 
and tales of the traditions and superstitions 
of Norway. 
Janson is a liberaiist in religion 
and republican in politics, a man of deep 
sympathies, literary culture, and a passionate 
love for his country. 
Torgeir, the “ Spell­ 
bound Fiddler,” of whom he writes, was in 
Norway known as the “ MillerBoy,” resident 
of one of themostpicturesquemountainregions 
of Norway, and one of the greatest prodigies 
of music that remarkable country ever pro­ 
duced. 
His name is a household word in 
every Norse family, and his story Í3 a tale 
told by father to son with almost reverential 
awe. To our mind there is as much of interest 
and romance about the character of his wife 
Kari, as depicted by Jan o i, as abi ut that of 
the hero of the tale.

SEVERANCE 
CASE. 


The M arin m ystery is a m ystery no 
longer. -(The body of young Severance has 
been discovered, singularly enough pre­ 
cisely -w here the Chinaman had declared it 
to be, and there remains no doubt that he 
was murdered. 
W hether the detectives 
are yet satisfied as to the identity of his 
murderers we do not know, hut it seems 
quito possible that the Chinaman Ah Lung 
may have been assisted in the deed by San 
Francisco “ highbinders,” tyvo of whom, it 
will be remembered, passed over from 
Saucelito to San Francisco by the first boat 
on the morning after the m urder yvas com­ 
mitted. 
W e cannot perceive th at the de­ 
tectives are entitled to much credit for 
their discovery. 
They had sense enough 
to look for the body in the place where the 
man whom they believed to have com­ 
m itted the m urder said it was buried. The 
other officers had not sense enough to 
realize that the supposed murderer might 
possibly he telling the tru th in this respect, 
and so they did not look. 
About this 
tim e also it is in order to inquire what 
became of that clairvoyant story of the 
sinking of the body in the Bay ? Or was 
it perchance some other murder, as yet 
undiscovered, th at the clairvoyant saw? 
W e suppose the latter hypothesis will be 
utilized as a means of escape, hut the 
spirits have nevertheless sustained another 
sore discouragement in this case. 


SPEAKER COWDERY. 


The Assembly was peculiarly fortunate 
in the selection of a presiding officer. 
No 
other member than Mr. Cowdery couA 
have ruled the turbulent elements in that 
body w ith th at degree of decorum adm it­ 
ting of tolerable parliam entary deliber­ 
ation. 
M erit must be measured by the 
standard 
of difficulties overcome, and 
if 
the 
Assembly 
escaped 
at 
many 
times 
degenerating into an uncontroll­ 
able 
mob anti falling under the rule 
of anarchy, it was due to the dietin- 
tinguislied ability and consummate tact of 
the Speaker. 
I t is a significant fact that 
so t once during the entire session was the 
Speaker overruled. 
The body was re­ 
markable for the strong and uncompromis­ 
ing antagonisms developed, hut the most 
pronounced opponents of the Speaker do 
not charge a single instance of arbitrary 
ruling to the record of the Speaker. 
By 
judicial fairness and by judicious firmness, 
Speaker Cowdery conducted the business 
of the Assembly to a successful term ina­ 
tion. 
A less skilled commander would 
have made shipwreck of that unseaworthy 
«raft in any of the many storms through 
which it has been safely navigated by its 


presiding officer. 


Captain Eads recently gave a Congres­ 
sional committee, a detailed description of 
his project for a ship railway across the 
Isthm us of Panama. 
Lesseps was present 
on the occasion, but declined to offer any 
opinion on the m atter, observing th a t he 
was not interested in a ship railway, but 
in a c a n a l; which was to say the least a 
remarkable line of argument, seeing that 
the success of his canal depends entirely 
upon w hether it is a better scheme than 
any other th at can he devised. 
Of course 
if a ship railway is better and cheaper than 
a canal, it will be easier to procure capital 
for the first than for the last, and th ere­ 
fore it is incumbent upon those who advo­ 
cate the canal to demonstrate the su­ 
periority of their proposition. 
W e are free 
to adm it th at before reading the statem ent 
of Captain Eads we believed his project to 
be impracticable, hut th a t his arguments 
have thoroughly convinced us of its entire 
feasibility, and also of its superiority to 
any canal scheme. 
In the course of his 
statem ent he pointed out the numerous 
difficulties which must attend the working 
and maintenance of a canal in a tropical 
region where the rainfall is so heavy as on 
the 
Isthm us of 
Panama, and 
where 
tremendous 
floods 
and 
freshets 
have 
to 
be 
taken 
care 
of 
constant­ 
ly. 
H e 
also 
showed 
the 
im 
possibility of 
dispensing with a 
tide 
lock in the canal, though Lesseps when at 
San Francisco attem pted to make it appear 
th at no such arrangement would be re 
quired. 
The ship railway has hitherto 
been objected to on the ground th at in 
lifting loaded vessels out of the w ater they 
would be subjected to such a strain as 
must cause them to leak seriously when 
relaunched. Captain Eads, however, shows 
th at this apprehension is not justified, 
since the cradle in which he proposes to 
transport vessels would afford them all the 
Bupport necessary to prevent any straining, 
and since the ability of well-built ships to 
sustain the weight of their cargoes out of 
the w ater is capable 
of mathematical 
demonstration. 
His plaucontemplates the 
construction of basins at each end of the 
railway. 
Into these the ships would he 
towed, and then placed immediately abovc- 
the cradle, which would he lowered under 
water, on the rails, and which would then 
be drawn up, with the ship, by a powerful 
stationary engine. The loaded vessel would 
be carefully supported as soon as it was 
settled upon the cradle, and on reaching 
the level or shore two large locomotive en­ 
gines would take hold of the cradle, and 
carry it across the isthmus a t the rate of 
ten miles an 
hour. 
There would he 
twelve tracks on the railway, and the en­ 
gines would each cover four tracks, the 
tenders being placed between them. 
The 
cradle would 
cover the entire twelve 
tracks, and would have a very large num ­ 
ber of w heels, so arranged th at each wheel 
would sustain an average weight of six 
tons. 
A special mechanical appliance has 
hen invented to facilitate the removal of 
broken wheels, and their replacement by 
sound ones, should any accident happen, 
but the weight of the ship would be so 
well distributed th at there would really 
he no more danger of such casualties than 
in an ordinary freight train. 


A t intervals along the road there would 
be convenient sidings to allow for the pas­ 
sage of trains going both ways. 
A t both 
ends a stationary engine wpuld take the 
vessels, and raise and lower them from and 
into the ocean. 
The time occupied iu m ak­ 
ing the passage would he very much 
quicker than could possibly be made on a 
canal. 
The handling of the vessels would 
be much easier, and the cost of con­ 
struction and maintenance would be very 
much less. 
Captain Eads estimates th at 
the railway can be built across the Isthmus 
of Panama for less than §50,000,000, and 
that it Avill certainly return ten per cent, 
on the investment. 
Lesseps estim ates on 
§185,000,000 for his canal, and Captain 
Eads does not believe th at it can he built 
for less 
than 
§235,000,000. 
He 
re­ 
minded the 
committee 
th at 
the esti­ 
mates for the Suez Canal were only $40,­ 
000,000, and th at it actually cost $90,­ 
000,000. 
He is of opinion th a t one great 
difficulty 
in 
the 
canal 
scheme 
not 
provided for by Lesseps is the injury to its 
banks from the constant wash, while it 
would he so narrow th at vessels would 
continually be swinging against the banks, 
and getting stuck. 
This has happened in 
the Suez canal, and Lesseps’ answer to 
Eads certainly cannot be regarded as satis­ 
factory. 
T hat Captain Eads knows what 
he is talking about may be gathered from 
the fact th at he has already built fourteen 
ironclads for the U nited States navy. That 
his ship railway is not a visionary scheme 
is shown by the fact th at it has already 
been warmly approved by some of the 
most distinguished English engineers, in­ 
cluding Mr. Reed, for many years Chief 
Naval Constructor in the. British employ. 
The principle upon which he worka, more­ 
over, is no new thing, for there are now in 
operation several small ship railways, both 
in this country and Europe, and they have 
been found to operate satisfactorily. 
His 
plan has the signal advantage of avoiding 
the difficult hydraulic problems which are 
inseparable from any canal in such a coun­ 
try, and in thus removing one of the moat 
fruitful sources of incalculable expense. 
He builds on the land alone, and a strong 
permanent way once made, the rest is a 
mere question of the capacity of his engines. 
In fact so practicable does this project ap­ 
pear to be th at we believe it must super­ 
sede the canal enterpiise altogether, and 
th at it ia destined to be the method by 
which transportation of vessels from ocean 
to ocean will he ultim ately effected. 


THS MASSACHUSETTS REFU 3LIC AN S. 


The M assachusetts Republicans have 
held their Convention, and w ithout in­ 
structing their delegates positively have 
demonstrated in favor of Mr. Edmunds. 
The sentim ent in the Convention wa3 evi­ 
dently mixed. There was a G rant element, 
and a Blaine element, and an Edmunds ele­ 
ment. 
Probably the outcome w ill be th at 
Mr. Edmunds will receive a complimentary 
vote on the first ballot, and th at the dele­ 
gation will then he divided between Grant 
and Blaine. 
The Convention adopted a 
platform, in which the difficulty of finding 
issues for the coming campaign is foreshad­ 
owed. 
Opposition to States Rights is ex­ 
pressed in so vague a way th at all refer­ 
ence to centralization is avoided. 
A plank 
in favor of Civil Service Reform is sug­ 
gestive of the ghost of the last Cincinnati 
platform, and not much more inspiring. 
There is the familiar loose talk about the 
burial of dissensions, the maintenance of 


equal rights, and so forth. 
The currency 
is hardly referred to, and the tariff not at 
all. 
I t would 
be 
difficult 
to 
have 
framed 
a more 
non-committal 
string 
of 
resolutions, 
or 
one 
less 
cal­ 
culated 
to 
appeal 
to 
any 
strong 
popular sentim ent. 
There is one excep­ 
tion, namely the plank in reference to the 
“ inviolable sovereignty” of the Federal 
Government. 
This is a new phrase, and it 
is called into existence by a new situation. 
If any one had spoken to Hamilton or 
Jefferson about 
the “ inviolable sover­ 
e ig n ty ” of the Federal Government, he 
would not have understood the allusion, 
and would 
perhaps 
have advised the 
speaker to study the Constitution more 
carefully. 
But we live in times when the 
reality of Federal “ sovereignty ” is being 
affirmed more emphatically every day, and 
when the few remaining rights of the States 
are being' more and more curtailed and de­ 
nied. 
It remains to he seen w hether the 
challenge flung down by the Massachusetts 
Republicans on this point w ill be taken up 
or not. 
W e are inclined to think th at it 
w ill be. 
And we do not think the acqui­ 
escence of the people of the States in the 
entire abrogation of all their separate and 
reserved rights is as yet so certain a con­ 
clusion th at there may not arise a very 
serious controversy hereupon, and a contro­ 
versy by which others than Democrats may 
take the field against the inordinate ex­ 
tension of the doctrine of centralization.

Objections to his 
“ Study of Sociology” indeed m ust strike 
those who are familiar with th at work as 
hypercritical, even from t he most orthodox 
point of view, and when such an attem pt 
is made at Yale to confine the philosoph­ 
ical instruction, a suspicion is justified that 
the faculty has dangerous dispositions to­ 
wards bigotry. 


MR. TILDEN AGAIN. 


LORD 
BEACONSFIELD. 


The downfall of Lord Beaconsfield is 
quite as much a surprise to Eugland as to 
the rest of the world, and because this is 
so the many attem pts to explain it by 
pulling his policy to pieces are irrelevant. 
For it is certain th at no such change of 
public opinion as has just been evinced was 
suspected by either Liberals or Conserva­ 
tives, and this fact proves th at the Govern­ 
ment policy had not evoked any appre­ 
ciable dissatisfaction prior to the election. 
The theory th at Beaconsfield was some 
sort of a conjurer, who deluded and mysti­ 
fied the people, and so brought them to 
acquiesce in 
a course 
distasteful 
to 
them, will not stand analysis. 
On the 
contrary, there is abundant evidence that 
the Government policy was approved by 
the m ajority until quite recently’, and that 
the change in public opinion has been a 
m atter of the last six months only. 
The 
most rational conclusion seems to be that 
the masses approved the Imperial policy so 
long as it appeared th at England was 
likely 
to 
achieve glory 
and 
honor 
by 
it, 
hu t 
th at 
the 
failure 
of 
Lord 
Chelmsford 
in 
South 
Af­ 
rica, 
and 
the 
continual 
blunder­ 
ing in 
India, 
finally 
destroyed this 
feeling of confidence, and paved the way 
for the change which has so abruptly and 
surprisingly closed Lord Beaconiield’s pub­ 
lic career. 
W e have never been able to 
subscribe to the theory which holds that 
statesman to have been an abnormal phe­ 
nomenon, and which has stigmatized him 
as a “ charlatan.” W e can see in his career 
nothing which was not fully in accord with 
his surroundings. 
He has been a man of 
his time emphatically. 
He ha3 undoubt­ 
edly played the demogogue, but he has 
found his account 
in it, 
anil he has 
given the English people the kind of gov­ 
ernm ent they demanded. 
A t this moment 
Imperialism is unpopular because it has 
been unsuccessful, hut if all the seductive 
promises of the Prender had been fulfilled, 
it cannot be doubted th at he would have 
retained popular confidence indefinitely. 
And his failures were due far more to the 
incompetence of his agents than to any 
defects in the policy lie was administering. 
Had 
Sir 
Garnet 
Wolseley 
been 
in 
chief 
command 
at 
the 
Cape 
from 
the first, there 
would 
have 
been 
no 
Isandula. 
H ad 
a 
greater 
statesman 
than Lord Lyttou been in India there 
might have been no such disasters as the 
Afghan business has entailed. 
In either 
case the chief ground of dissatisfaction 
would have been wanting, and we are 
strongly disposed to believe th at Mr. 
Gladstone’s eloquence would have been 
exerted in vain. 
Lord Beaconsfield is not 
a statesman of the first rank, hut he has 
understood his time rem arkably well, all 
things considered, and if he has fallen at 
last, it must he remembered th at it is only 
his advanced age which renders th at fall 
final. 
A younger man might well hope for 
another turn of Fortune's wheel. 
Mr. 
< iladstone a few years ago was repudiated 
quite as emphatically as his rival now is, 
yet his turn has come again. 
Lord Bea­ 
consfield is not the “ shocking exam ple” 
some people would make him out to be, 
aud history will probably award him a 
higher position than many of his contem­ 
poraries are willing to grant him now. 


And now it is solemnly declared that 
there is no tru th in the story of Mr. Til- 
den’s intended withdrawal. 
W e think it 
would he safe to offer a considerable re­ 
ward for the production of anybody who 
ever believed for a moment that there 
could he the least grain of tru th in a state­ 
ment of th at kind. 
Indeed, as the Ju d i­ 
cious Poet remarked upon a somewhat 
similar occasion, “ O’er the peak of Ben 
“ Lomond the galley shall steer; through 
“ the depths of Loch Katrine the steed 
“ shall career, and the rocks of Craig 
“ Royston like icicles m elt,” e’er Mr. Til­ 
den will withdraw from the candidature. 
T hat assurance, moreover, is so univer­ 
sally held by the citizens of the United 
States th at it really is a work of superero­ 
gation for the able editors of the Literary 
Bureau to seek to impress it any more 
firmly upon the public mind. 


THS STORM ON THE MOUNTAINS. 


Avalanches—Trains Blockaded—Desperate 
Situation. 


A NICHT CF TERiiOR ON AN EMIGRANT TRAIN. 


Herculean 
Exertions 
of 
the 
Railroad 
People. 
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HERBERT SPENCER AT YALE. 


A curious controversy has been had at 
Yale recently, owing to the employment 
by one of the faculty of H erbert Spencer’s 
“ Study of Sociology” as a text-book. 
It was objected to this work by some of 
the orthodox that it recognized no essen­ 
tial difference between Christianity and 
Mohammedanism and Buddhism, and for 
this reason it was sought to exclude it. 
The professor Mho introduced it argued 
that the book contained information of 
the highest value, which could be obtained 
from no other source, and after a pro­ 
tracted dispute he succeeded in retaining 
the work. 
It will probably occur to some 
who hear of this episode for the first time 
th at if all works which fail to adm it the 
divine origin of Christianity are to be ex­ 
cluded from colleges 
and 
universities, 
those institutions will he in danger of 
reverting to the scholastic 
philosophy 
before long, and might almost as well fol­ 
low the Pope’s recent advice, and fall back 
upon Thoma3 Aquinas. 
For of the most 
valuable contributions to knowledge in 
science and philosophy there are very few 
hooks in these days which fulfill the re­ 
quirements] of 
Yale 
orthodox 
profes­ 
sors, 
and the highest authorities 
are 
not seldom rather hostile to Christian­ 
ity 
than 
neutral 
regarding it. 
The 
philosophy of H erbert Spencer is certainly 
not directly antagonistic to the pretensions 
of any Church, though it may well be 
doubted w hether any ordinarily intelligent 
young man could take a full course of th at 
philosophy w ithout reaching Spencer’s own 
cautious but definitive views regarding the 
futility of all attem pts to discover the Un­ 
knowable. 
B ut colleges which make any 
pretension to keep up with the spirit of 
the age, and which undertake to im part a 
complete and rounded culture, can assured­ 
ly not afford to exclude H erbert Spencer 
from their classes, or to ignore the steadily 
increasing influence of his philosophy upon 


A i.ta, April ltith.—Fearful snow-slides are 
reported at several points on the mountains, 
The storm began at 3 o’clock Wednesday 
afternoon, and has continued ever since. 
Eighteen inches of fresh snow has fallen at 
Alta, and from three to five feet at points 
near the Summit. 
The snow-storm 
extends 
westward to 
Colfax. 
Avalanches commenced coming through 
the snow-sheds yesterday morning. 
The Virginia express, due iu Sacramento 
yesterday at 3 o’clock, is blockaded at Cisco. 
The west-bound overland, due in San Fran­ 
cisco this forenoon, and this morning’s west­ 
bound express, are held at Truckee. The 
east-bound overland and express of yesterday 
are held here. The west-bound emigrant 
train, due at Sacramento at G o’clock last 
evening, is snow-bound at Emigrant Gap. 
Superintendent li. H. P ratt and Master 
Mechanic M. W . Cooley, who left Sacra­ 
mento yesterday forenoon with a special train 
and a large force of workmen, and with a 
plow and ten engines, passed the night some­ 
where east of Emigrant Gap. 
No tidings 
have been received from them since last even­ 
ing. 
Heavy slides have 
occurred 
at Butte 
Canyon bridge, half a mile west of Cisco, at 
a point one mile east of Emigrant Gap, at 
two places near Tunnel No. 2, at the siding 
half a mile east of Emigrant Gap and be­ 
tween tunnels 10 and 11, cast of the Summit. 
No estimate can be given of the damage 
done to the snow sheds, nor can any idea be 
formed of when the blockade will be cleared. 
The present storm exceeds all others of the 
season in violence and destructiveness. The 
storm of two weeks ago is not to be compared 
with it in severity. 
Snow has been falling very rapidly this 
morning. 
The telegr .ph wires are nearly all 
down to the eastward, and working badly to 
the westward. 
The railroad company are putting forth 
every exertion to clear the rosd, aud Con­ 
ductor Dave W. Willard is doing all in hie 
power for the comfort and convenience of the 
snow-boiuid passengers at this point. All 
have enjoyed a good breakfast, and at pres­ 
ent are snowballing, singing and having a 
jolly time.

A l t a , April lGth.—Hourly the situation 
grows more desperate. 
Train number six, two miles east of Emi­ 
grant Gap, is the objective point of all efforts 
and struggles made thus far. 
This train, 
halted by a snow slide, was subsequently 
caught in a second slide. 
Three fright cars 
were overthrown and badly crushed. A t the 
rear of the train were the emigrant coaches, 
filled with men, women and children. 
The 
shock occasioned by the snowslide as it 
crashed thrc ugh the train, and the constant 
fear that other slides would follow aud bury 
them in its depths, caused the most agonizing 
terror to these poor emigrants. 
During all 
last night their terror was pitiable in the ex­ 
treme. This morning their sufferings were 
augmented by the lack of food. 
The cries of 
the women and children were perfectly heart­ 
rending. 
Iu icy sheds, with part of their 
train crushed by the terrible slides, with ava­ 
lanches momentarily expected from the over­ 
hanging mountain sides, with hunger and cold 
and the dreadful storm and their wintry sur­ 
roundings — the situation of these people 
beggars description. 
A t half-past 5 last evening Superintendent 
P ratt and Master Mechanic Cooley, with 
fifty men, took supper at Blue Cauyon and 
started to relieve the imprisoned train with 
five engine*. 
It took them over sixteen hours 
to make Emigrant Gap, distant six miles. 
All night long, without a moment’s rest, 
they battled with the deep snow and deeper 
drift. 
Arriving at the Gap at 11 o’clock to­ 
day, they ate a hurried dinner aud pressed 
forward toward the crippled train. 
The snow-plow train which yesterday lift 
Emigrant Gap to relieve No. G was found 
hopelessly imprisoned by slides, which, cross­ 
ing the track iu its rear, rendered a return to 
the Gap impossible. Releasing this train and 
liberat ing the engines and forward cars of No. 
6, the relief train backed to Emigrant Gap, 
reversed the engines and plow, and then ran 
to this place for reinforcement. This train 
reached here at 7:30 this evening. 
Meantime fifty workmeu arrived herefrom 
Sacramento on a special train, and again re 
versing engines and plow the snow plow train 
started for Emigrant Gap shortly after 8 
o’clock with these workmen. 
M. W . Cooley came dewn on the snow­ 
plow and returned with it. From him yonr 
reporter learned that Superintendent Pratt 
has issued orders to have an abundant supply 
of provisions sent to the blockaded emi­ 
grants. 
The battle is also being zealously waged 
from the eastward. The Truckee plow, with 
fifty or seventy-five men, left Truckee this 
forenoon, with orders to run to the blockade 
At Tamarack this plow eucountered a huge 
slide, and no further tidings have been re­ 
ceived concerning its progress. Should it 
clear this slide it will probably press forward 
until the heavy breaks are reached at Butte 
Canyon bridge. * 
Meantime, however, slides have occurred at 
Tunnel No. 13 and at Jones’ Mill, east of the 
Summit, so the Truckee plow cannot return. 
Between Cisco and Emigrant Gap several 
new slides have crossed the track. 
The storm continues with unabated fury. 
The east-bound overland of to-day arrived 
here this evening, and was coupled to the two 
passenger trains already halted here. 
A dreadful night awaits the poor railroad 
men. 
The wind is cold and piercing, the 
darkness profound, and the task both danger­ 
ous and herculean. 
Working like heroes all 
night and all day to-morrow they will scarce­ 
ly be able to clear away the slide* which have 
already occurred.

Thb F a t iio l o o t o r M in d . By-Henry M auds'ey, M. D. 
New York : D. Appleton & C j . 
This is in fact a recasting of the second 
part of the work entitled “ Physiology and 
Pathology of Mind,” by the same author. 
For all practical intents it is a new work, 
however, having been entirely rewritten and 
enlarged at least one-half. 
In its present 
form it is unquestionably the fullest aud best 
treatise on mental pathology in English. 
The reputation and standing of Dr. Mauds- 
ley do not require any certificates. 
His 
latest work is certainly the most deeply in­ 
teresting of all his writings on this weighty 
and fascinating subject. 
His conclusions re­ 
garding the etiology of mental disease are 
such as must perplex and startle those who 
still cling to the old-fashioned notions of 
free-will and responsibility. 
Insanity is in a 
large majority of cases hereditary. 
The 
seeds of it may be implanted two or even 
three generations before it is manifested un­ 
mistakably. Alcoholism is a potent breeder 
of the insare temperament, and instances are 
given in which the effects of drunkenness 
may he traced through four generations, 
ranging from epileptic tendencies to acute 
mania, and ending at last in the extinction of 
a family which had been fatally incapacitated 
by the indulgence of a great-greatgrandfather. 
Few persons who have never examined the 
subject will he prepared for the evidences 
given in this volume of the ramifications of 
mental disease transmitted from a distance. 
The 
mysterious 
curse 
will 
sometimes 
appear 
to 
skip 
one 
generation, 
only 
to 
appear 
with 
renewed 
malignity 
in the next. 
Or it will manifest itself 
in epilepsy and epileptiform diseases. 
Or 
these will again culminate in insanity. 
Or 
the inheritance will be expended in merely 
eccentric manners. Or, in rare combinations, 
it will issue in some great genius. 
How far 
some of the most prominent figures in history 
have had the insane temperament, or have 
actually been insane, is a curious speculation, 
but (.here is evidently ground for concluding 
that not a few of these persons were suffer­ 
ing from mental diseases. 
Thus there is no 
doubt that Mohammed was an epileptic, and 
the same is true of Emanuel Swedenborg, 
while it is well known that Napoleon suf­ 
fered attacks of the same disease, and there 
is reason to believe that Julius Caesar also 
belonged in the same category. The popular 
notion about the thinness of the partition 
that divides great wits from madness, in fact, 
has a scientific justification, and in some 
cases, as particularly those of great religious 
enthusiasts, it is perhaps a serious question 
whether the manifestations on which their 
influenae was based were not the direct effects 
of mental aberration. 
Dr. Maudsley says 
that while it may not he true that particular 
forms of religion foster insanity, it is certainly 
true that persons having the insane tempera­ 
ment are likely to he attracted, to particular 
forms of religion. 
His remarks on this head 
are worth quoting: 
“ The philosophical ob- 
1 “ server who has given close attention to 
“ the 
extremer 
forms of Protestantism 
“ iu 
their 
relation 
to character, such 
“ as 
are 
known 
as 
Evangelicalism, 
“ must have noticed how often they go along 
“ with an extraordinary insincerity or actual 
“ duplicity of character. 
I mean not to in- 
“ sinuate that the tendency of an evangelical 
“ faith is to engender duplicity of character; 
“ the reason of the connection probably is 
“ that persons of that character are attracted 
“ naturally to a form of creed which, making 
“ large use of the sort of emotion that springs 
“ from self-feelirig, yields them the gratifiea- 
“ tion of a suitable emotional outlet, and by 
“ the habitual employment of a conventional 
“ phraseology keeps out of sight, or at all 
“ events veils thickly, the gross variance be- 
“ tweeu high profession and low practice 
“ which the use of a common language could 
“ not fail to bring clearly home.” A nature 
of thb sort, the author thinks, is well fitted 
to breed insanity. 
In fact his experience has 
led him to look upon it “ as a singularly 
“ effective cause of degeneracy in the next 
“ generation.” It is evident that this state­ 
ment opens up a broad field of speculation 
and reflection. 
It suggests the extent of the 
influence which superstition must have had 
upon the production and dissemination of 
insanity. 
I t shows how the gloomy aud at 
the same time greedy professor of religion 
may be preparing madness for his descendants 
by his efforts to recoucils beneficent theory 
with malevolent practice. 
It shows how the 
inclination toward hypocrisy and deceit, 
which b so repulsively exhibited iu the cant­ 
ing 
professor, 
is of 
itself 
a 
natural 
attribute 
of 
the insane 
temperament, 
and how inevitably, if yielded to, it must 
seek a still more pronounced manifestation. 
For as Dr. Maudsley demonstrates, insan­ 
ity is at bottom neither more nor less than 
a failure to secure harmony with the environ­ 
ments. 
The man who goes mad is he who 
cannot adapt himself to his surroundings ; 
who wittingly or unwittingly transgresses the 
laws of Nature ; and who thus brings down 
upon himself and his descendants the inevit­ 
able penalty. 
Nor ia it possible to hope that 
mental disease will ever be excluded from the 
world, for, as our author observes, if all the 
existing insanity could he eliminated to-day, 
there would be a fresh crop planted to-mor­ 
row. 
Ignorance, impaired vitality, vicious 
indulgence, overtaxed strength, greed of gain, 
and many other constantly recurring causes, 
are capable of sowing the seeds of insanity, 
and unfortunately the mental disease which 
is transmitted is usually more difficult to deal 
with than that which affects the parent. 
How tremendous are the responsibilities so 
lightly and universally undertaken, this vol­ 
ume demonstrates, and how completely the 
destiny of the child may be blighted by the 
sin or the deficiency of the parent. 
Dr. 
Maudsley, it need hardly be said, is an evolu­ 
tionist of the most advanced school, and lib 
life-long researches into the physiology and 
pathology of mind have not seemed to him to 
warrant the assumption of any other than 
phyeieal and material existence. 
He has 
found no spirit either in the brain itself or 
in its workings. 


Oor Indian Warps. 
By George W. Manypcnny. 
C incinnati: Kobert Clarke & Co. 
The author of th b book wag Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs from March, 1833, to March, 
1857, and Chairman of the Sioux Commission 
of 1876. He therefore speaks with the author­ 
ity of special knowledge on the ludían ques­ 
tion, and his statements must be received 
with serious attention. 
He has not under­ 
taken to write an exhaustive history of the 
relations between the Government aud the 
Indians, but he has so far reviewed that hb- 
tory as to make it plain that the treatment 
extended to the Indians by the United States 
has been uniformly bad, aud that every In­ 
dian war from which the country has suffered 
has been the direct outcome of white aggres­ 
sion. 
The purpose of Mr. Manypenny b to 
show that in the first place the idea that the 
Indians are dying out must be abandoned, 
the fact being that they are slowly but stead 
ily increasing in numbers. Second, that the 
country must without further delay take up 
the question of their definite settlement, and 
adjust it. 
Third, that in doing th b they 
ought to be secured the possession of enough 
fertile land to subsist them, and that they 
should, through methods he suggests, be led 
to abandon their nomadic habit», and be in­ 
duced to settle permanently on the soil, and 
to till it. The practicaoility of bringing about 
thee» changes is shown by reference to the 


many eases in which Indian tribes have al­ 
ready been converted into peaceable and 
industrious 
settlers. 
The • greater 
part 
of the book, however, is occupied with 
recitals of the deeds which have caused 
Indian wars to be chronic in th b country, 
and which have hitherto rendered impossible 
any comprehensive settlement of the Indians 
in the manner indicated. 
There is a monot­ 
onous infamy in the history of our Indian 
relations. The burden of the story is always 
the same. 
We have lusted after Indian 
lands, have invaded and taken possession of 
them, have ignored the protests of the In­ 
dians, have frequently added deliberate out­ 
rage to invasion and spoliation, and thus 
have brought on the ware in which we 
have been so constantly embroiled. This 
would be bail enough if it were all, hut 
unhappily 
we 
have 
in 
almost 
every 
instance added the crime of perfidy to 
all the rest. 
Mr. Manypenny cites treaty 
after treaty made between the United States 
Government and Indians, in which the pos­ 
session of certain territory is guaranteed to 
the Indians “ forever.” In even’ such case 
the Government has broken its faith. 
In 
some instances with 
aggravating circum­ 
stances of the most shameful kind, as when 
in 187G General Sheridan deliberately invaded 
the Black Hills with an army, in open de­ 
fiance aud wanton violation of the existing 
treaty with the Sioux, and in so doing set 
an example of indifference to sacred obliga­ 
tions which the prospectors and land thieves 
were only too swift to follow. 
How utterly 
unfit the army is to undertake the manage­ 
ment of 
the 
Indians, 
is 
here 
shown 
very 
clearly, 
moreover. 
The 
list 
of 
illustrations exhibiting its tendencies to bru­ 
tality 
and 
inhumanity 
is 
both 
long 
and melancholy. 
The proneness of the mili­ 
tary character to lean toward a policy of ex­ 
termination is very clearly manifest, and it is 
proved beyond doubt that the army officers 
are capable for the most part only of irritating 
Indian sensibility until an outburst is pro­ 
duced, and then suppressing it in blood. 
Mr. Manypenny brings strong indictments 
against Generals Sherman and Sheridan in 
tliia connection. 
He accuses both these 
officers of approving the most brutal and in­ 
discriminate massacres of Indian men, women 
and children, and it must be admitted that 
he proves his case, and convicts the defend­ 
ants out of their own official reports. 
He 
shows also that army officers have in many 
instances taken sides with civil land-grabbers, 
and have justified aud even assisted the 
grossest robberies of Indian lands. 
As re­ 
gards the costliness of the Indian wars which 
have resulted from the attem pt to manage 
the nation’s wards through the W ar Depart­ 
ment, taxpayers have no need to be refreshed. 
The Seminole war alone cost the country 
$40,000,GOO, yet it was estimated that the 
Seminóles could not muster more than seven 
hundred warriors when the Florida war be­ 
gan. 
Indeed the treasure expended in ill 
treating the Indians since the foundation o{ 
the Government would have sufficed to pur­ 
chase every acre of land taken from them 
at the highest market 
price, 
and 
in 
addition 
would 
have 
provided 
them 
with 
an 
asylum 
and given them the 
means of advancement and civilization. The 
infamous and detestable policy followed by 
the Government, in fact, has been the most 
extravagant and burdensome that could have 
been devised. 
Like all perverse and sinister 
courses, it entailed its own punishment be­ 
cause it involved the violation of natural 
laws. The United States has lost by it at 
every step and in every way. 
There is no 
question that the Indian will keep faith with 
those who keep faith with them. They made 
a treaty with William Penn, and because he 
and his successors observed it, they held to it 
loyally for seventy-five years. 
Iu Canada the 
same disposition to good faith on their part is 
observed. 
They are more prone to honesty 
than we are, for they have fewer temptations. 
There is no intrinsic difficulty in the Indian 
question, therefore. 
The real difficulty lies 
in the weakness of our Government as against 
any popular lust of territorial aggrandize­ 
ment. 
In this respect the U'nited StatesGov- 
ernment has shown itself as incapable of bind­ 
ing its citizens as are the sub-chiefs of an 
Apache tribe ; and this fact constitutes a blot 
upon our civilization, and an impeachment of 
our capacity for self-government. Nor will 
these he removed until the Indian question is 
settled, and settled right.

A nistory o f 
Abuses aud Reforms, and their Bearing upon 
Anieric n Polities.

Mr. Dorman B. Eaton, the author of this 
book, is the Chairman of the Commission 
created by the Act oí Congress of March 4th, 
1871, to devise rules and regulations for the 
reform of the civil service. When President 
Hayes entered upon his Administration he 
requested Mr. Eaton to investigate the Eng­ 
lish civil service system personally, and the 
work before us is the result of a patiejit and 
exhaustive examination of the whole subject, 
undertaken on the sjiot. 
Naturally, and 
probably inevitably, Mr. Eaton was led to 
trace back the growth and culmination of 
the corrupt ami inefficient civil service sys 
tem which existed anterior to 1855, in Eng- 
gland, and his researches have thus resulted 
in the compilation of a history of civil service 
corruption and reform which is full of sug­ 
gestion and instruction for the American 
reader, and which at the same time constitutes 
a guide hook to better things. The work 
done by Mr. Eaton has never been done be­ 
fore. The student may by laborious research 
gather from a multitude of historians and 
meinoir-writers the materials for an adequate 
con .lusion as to the antiquity and universality 
of the spoils system in Government, but no 
connected narrative of this class of political 
phenomena has before been attempted. 
Mr. 
Eaton has, therefore, made a distinct and 
highly important addition to the literature 
of the subject, aud at the same time has 
written a book so interesting in matter 
and treatment that it cannot fail to exercise 
a considerable influence upon public opinion. 
The history of the spoils system here given 
sweeps away the theory of our machine poli­ 
ticians, to the effect that such a system is a 
necessary outcome of democratic institutions 
and party government. 
Traced to its source 
it is seen that the system originated in the 
simplest possible way. 
The king' or the con­ 
queror possessed power, and employed it to 
further his own ends. 
He appointed his 
friends or favorites to office in the beginning. 
Later, he put valuable offices up for sale, 
even offices in the Church. 
Still later the 
privilege of selling offices was itself put up 
to auction. 
So long as the royal prerogative 
dominated the Government this reckless and 
sweeping venality obtained. 
As the power 
of the Crown declined and that of Parlia­ 
ment arose, a change in the seat but not in 
the character of the prevailing corruption, 
became appareut. 
Parliament wrested from 
the sovereign the right to sell offices, but it 
then undertook to bestow them itself. The 
Revolution which brought Cromwell to the 
top did not introduce any other reform than 
sprang from his personal inclination to make 
selections for fitness, and during the reigns of 
Charles the Second and James the Second 
corruption 
was 
more 
prevalent 
and 
shameless than ever before. 
Even the 
monarch accepted 
regular 
bribes 
from 
France, and would unquestionably 
have 
■ ild his country without a qualm, had that 
infamy been 
practicable. 
From 1693 to 
183© the period of party government may be 


said to have lasted, and it is here that we 
must look for the prototypes of all the cor­ 
rupt abuses which have been engrafted on 
American politics. 
I t would have been 
scarcely possible for royal venality t« exceed 
that which partisan leaders subsequently ex­ 
hibited, nor could the observer have then 
doubted that the English people generally 
were debauched almost beyond the hope of 
recovery. 
Everything political was done by 
bribery, ar.d Walpole had very good reason 
for his cynical theory of the purchasahility 
of all men. 
But there came a time when the 
tide of corruption was seen to be on the turn. 
A. few austere and incorruptible men ap­ 
peared in public life, and gave a new tone to 
it. 
The public conscience, long dulled and 
callous, began to give evidence of returning 
sensibility. 
Public opinion was 
directed 
against the evils of the time, and though the 
movement was slow it continued without fur­ 
ther stay until in 1855 the first Civil Ser­ 
vice Examinations were held, and the Merit 
System was inaugurated. 
The struggle for 
reform was severe and bitter. 
Every sophis­ 
try that has been employed by our machine 
politicians was brought into requisition by 
the English supporters of corruption. 
Tmy- 
ism protested against the iniquity of the 
proposition to explore 
the mysteries of 
government. 
For a time the excesses of the 
French Revolution euahled the champions 
of hoary abuses to 
delay reform, 
hut 
the movement once well under way, it gath­ 
ered fre=h impetus continually, and at last 
broke through all the barriers set up to hold 
it back, and swept over the country. 
Both 
parties began by fighting reform, and both 
parties ended by yielding to it. The English 
Government was able to inaugurate the re­ 
formed system without obtaining the consent 
of Parliament, and this secured for it a great 
popular support, which ultimately compelled 
the assent of the law-making power. In this 
respect our cousins undoubtedly had a great 
advantage over us, for just here was that 
dead center over which Parliament needed 
something to lift it. The competitive system 
having been introduced, it necessarily became 
the rule, for it was so obviously the right 
method that no party could afford to attempt 
its abrogation. 
It was the substitution of 
merit for caprice as the cause of appoint­ 
ments to the public service. This substitu­ 
tion struck down the whole dangerous growth 
of party patronage, eliminated the class of 
professional politicians, restored independ­ 
ence and public spirit to legislators, insmed 
efficiency iu the civil service, ar.d thus gave 
guarantee for greater economy in the con­ 
duct of 
the 
Government. 
From 
Is.Vi 
the system of civil service examinations 
has 
rapidly 
developed, 
until 
now 
it is entirely free, and as nearly perfect in its 
arrangement as human ingenuity can make 
it. As a result Great Britain enjoys the 
best civil service iu the w.irld. 
Removals 
are never made except for cause. 
When a 
party is defeated and the Ministry is changed 
only thirty-four or thirty five officials go out 
with the Government. 
Every Postoffiee and 
Custom house and other public official retains 
his place, no m atter what the politics of the 
administration. 
Pensions too are given" h r 
service, and every Government employe may 
not only hope to rise by merit and d ev o tio n , 
but rests assured of a sufficient p rovision for 
his old age. when he can no lo n g er fulfill his 
duties. 
The testimonials 
given hv Mr. 
Eaton to the purity and efficiency of the 
English civil service are of the m o st c o m p re ­ 
hensive and emphatic c h a ra c te r. 
Many of 
them are from Americans who have held 
diplomatic positions iu England, or have 
lived there as merchants. They all agree 
in declaring that the civil service of the 
country is free from scandal, that it has the 
confidence of the public, and that it des- rves 
that confidence. So much h as been effected 
in twenty five years of reform, th o u g h it 
must be admitted that in 1855 p u b lic opinion 
in England had re a c h e d a more p ro n o u n ced 
stage iu favor of reform thau it has yet 
arrived at in the United States. 
The h is to ry 
of the whole s u b je c t, h o w ev er, proves con­ 
clusively that we must go through the same 
experience to gain the same end, and that 
until we can separate our civil serv ice from 
partisan politics as England has done, we 
shall suffer from corruption and inefficiency 
as she suffered. 
IVe can very earnestly 
recommend Mr. Eaton’s hook to the atten­ 
tion of lovers of their country and friends of 
reform, and we hope that the weighty lessons 
it conveys will before long bear fruit in the 
appearance of an irresistible public sentiment 
demanding the purification of the Anierican 
Civil Service. 


N o t e s o n R a il w a y A c c id e n t s .

Mr. Adams has written a very interesting 
and suggestive little book. 
It we were asked 
to point out its main lesson we should say 
that it is, the extreme difficulty of overcoming 
the tendency to cling to existing institutions. 
The illustrations of railroad misfortune and 
mismanagement 
here collected speak in 
many ways of the invincible toryism of 
average men, and of the enormous difficulty 
encountered in establishing even the most 
obvious and necessary reforms. The series 
of disasters which led to the adoption of the 
Miller platform and coupling really give an 
air of sober truth to Punch’s declaration tiiat 
the only way to prevent railroad accidents 
was to fasten a director on the front of the 
engine. 
It took many telescoping accidents, 
and many breakages of trains, 
to force 
American railroad 
men 
to 
adopt 
the 
safety 
platform 
and 
couplings, 
and 
the same remark applies to what Mr. Adams 
calls “ the battle of the brakes.” The need 
of a better brake than the old-fashicned 
chain-brake had been demonstrated by many 
accidents, yet even after the Westioghotne 
air-brake had been introduced, it took a long 
while to convince managers and boards that 
it was necessary to the protection of l ie and 
property ; and in England this question has 
not yet been decided, p prolonged duel be­ 
tween two rival air-brakes there having pre­ 
vented the general adoption of either. 
I t is 
indeed with railroading as with nature. 
The 
latter advances her broad general plans by 
the constant sacrifice of parts. 
Civilization 
grows through the destruction of nations and 
races. 
Individuals are pitilessly expended in 
securing a better development o£ this or that 
faculty. And so in railroading, the growth 
of the system is secured by the continua! ex­ 
penditure of life and property. Before a re­ 
form iu bridge building is secured, there must 
be some terrible accident at a bridge. 
Be­ 
fore better methods of switching are intro­ 
duced there must he some terrible accident at a 
switch. The same with regard to brake:-, and 
signals, and everything of importance. 
No 
doubt this conservatism is not peculiar to the 
railroad business, but it acquires a greater 
prominence in that business became serious 
mistakes 
committed on 
railroads almost 
aJwayB result in loss of life and destruction 
of property on a considerable scale. Through 
all 
these 
costly 
lessons, however, 
Mr. 
Adams shows that railroading has advanced 
to a wonderful condition of perfection and 
complexity at the present time, and though 
his little hook is filled with quite ghastly ac­ 
counts of disaster, the reader who has much 
railroad traveling to da will find comfort in 
the information he gives at the end regarding 
the 
comparative 
impunity with which 
anyone may travel by rad. 
Thus .Mr. 
Adams presents calculations showing that 
according 
to 
the 
latest _ returns 
of 
railroad accidents in the United States a 
person ought to travel at the rate of 600 miles 
a day for 70 years in order to become entitled 
to death by accident. As nobody fulfills 
these conditions it may be said that nobody 
ought to be killed, and that as some people 
are killed the calculation breaks doWn. 
Sta­ 
tistics of this kind, however, have the pecu­ 
liarity of always applying to everybody ex­ 
cept the unfortunates who happen to get 
killed ; and as they are manifestly past rea­ 
soning, this does not matter much. 
It is re­ 
assuring none the less to be told that one 
ought to travel 15 000,000 miles without get­ 
ting hnrt at all, and 170,000,000 miles with­ 
out getting killed, and beyond the bertowal 
of these crumbs of comfort upon traveler» 
Mr. Adams has produced a very interesting

On T rial tor B urglary.—I n the Police 
Court yesterday the testimony of several 
witnesses in the case of the People vs. John 
Creighton, alias Williams, William Brooks, 
alias Barry, alias Ryan, alias Lynch, and 
William McGregor was heard, and the case 
continued to Monday. The defendants were 
arrested some time since on a charge of bur­ 
glary, in having entered the grocery store of 
C. Feldhuseu, at 730 L street, and attempted 
to carry away the till. They were also sus­ 
pected of au intention to burglarize an L- 
street house of notoriety, and have been 
under the surveillance of the police. John 
Creighton, now but 33 years old, was arrested 
in Sacramento about thirteen years ago for 
larceny by Chief Karcher, but influential 
friends secured his release on account of his 
youth. He afterwards went to San Francisco, 
and was indicted for an attempt to commit 
robbery, and on April 22, 1873, was convicted 
ar.d sentenced to six years’ imprisonment. 
Wm. McGregor, another young man, was at 
the same time indicted, convicted and sen­ 
tenced for the same offense. Both of them 
served their terms, being released, however, 
in less than six years, in accordance with the 
Goodwin Act. William Brooks, alias Barry, 
the other defendant, is only 21 years old. 
He also is known to the San Francisco po­ 
lice, having been arrgsted twice for robbery, 
though escaping conviction. He was im­ 
prisoned six months in the House of Correc­ 
tion for battery. The woman Lizzie Smith 
who was with them when arrested is nut 
charged with any offense, but is held under 
bonds as a witness. It seems that she, with 
a male “ friend,” kept a saloon in San Fran­ 
cisco, and while intoxicated consented to 
come here with the other men, and to do so 
pawned her jewelry and paid the fare of the 
entire party to this city. After they came 
here she was kept partially intoxicated. Af­ 
ter being lodged in jail sbeconcluded that she 
cared nothing for them, any way. and tele­ 
graphed her deserted “ friend ” and partner, 
who at once came here, treated her kindly, 
effected her release, and persuaded her to re­ 
turn with him to the Bay city. They re­ 
turned here, however, so that she could tes­ 
tify in the examination of the men charged 
with burglary.

elect. The grimly facetious proposition was 
referred to the Committee on Indian Affairs. 
An attempt to get up a further laugh on the 
division of the State question was made, and 
Del Valle submitted a plan for division, de­ 
pending upon the counties set off casting Re­ 
publican majorities at 100 elections. 
DURING THE EVENING 
The aisles, lobbies and galleries were filled 
with citizeus gathered to be in at the death, 
and these were gratified, in a degree at least, 
by the exhibition of a very kindly feeling on 
the part of the members toward each other. 
Some neat speeches, iu which Mr. Young led 
off, drew out some humorous remarks con­ 
cerning Sacramento. The pleasantries of the 
evening, toward the last, were much more 
pointed, witty and graceful than theretofore, 
and the flood-gate of good feeling and friend­ 
ship being lifted, there came forth a full 
current of good will and kindly sentiment. 
This was interrupted once, however, by a 
resolution concerning an evening paper, 
which brought on a bitter debate. The m at­ 
ter was tabled, aud the interchange of kindly 
sentiments between the members was re­ 
sumed. 
During the evening Mr. Tyler, on behalf 
of members of the Assembly, presented Miss 
Madge Morris with a purse containing §55 in 
coin, and in her behalf Mr. York made re­ 
sponse. 
At 11 o’clock, agreeably with a concurrent 
resolution, and after it had been a-cercained 
that neither the Governor nor the Senate had 
any further communications to make to the 
Assembly, the House adjourned sine die, the 
Speaker delivering a valedictory address just 
before declaring the dissolution of the body. 
There followed the adjournment a general 
hand-shaking and bidding farewell. 
The 
Secretary of State took charge of the doois 
of the chamber, aud at midnight it was closed 
and left to silence and darkness. 
IN THE SENATE. 
The Senate sat up with several bills all the 
night long preceding yesterday’s sun, aud 
not adjourning until about 5 A. M. The Sen­ 
ators returned to their desks at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning, tired and strongly- 
inclined to growl and find fault, and ready to 
strike back on the slightest manifestation of 
antagonism. This feeling became more pro- 
uouneed as the day wore on, and the Senate 
was crowded hard with business. The body 
worked diligently until late iu the afternoon. 
In the evening, when the Senators returned 
from a brief recess, they found the chamber 
crowded above and below with citizens anx­ 
ious to witness the closing scenes. Un the 
floor there was a large company of ladies, 
while every available place for spectators was 
filled in the gallery, aisles, lobby and about 
the Senators’ desks. About 10 o’clock the 
business of the Senate was concluded. By 
this time the feeling of annoyance had quite 
worn off, and the members of the body dis­ 
closed themselves in a very amiable mood, 
and ready to forgive and forget and part upon 
the best of terms. Mr. Moreland, in a neat 
speech in behalf of the Senators, addressed 
the presiding officer, Lieutenant Governor 
Mansfield, aud presented him with a heavy 
hunting case gold watch, with a rich fob 
chain attached. Governor Mansfield made 
acknowledgment in fitting terms, and this in­ 
cident having 
BROKEN THE ICE, 
The Senate became mirthful in a degree be­ 
coming its dignity. Mr. Davis gravely de­ 
sired the President to inform the Senate the 
correct time. 
Mr. Nye said it was evident the Senate was 
convinced its President needed watching, and 
then the grave and serious Senators for the 
first time broke the social crust with applause. 
Mr. Dickinson introduced a resolution, 
naming Messrs. Hittell, Nye, Burt, Pool and 
Davis a committee “ to banquet, at their own 
expense, the'Senators on their return next 
January,” and to meet them with a brass 
band and due honors. 
Un motion of Mr. Hittell, Mr. Dickinson 
was named Chairman of the committee. 
Mr. Pardee introduced a resolution ap­ 
pointing Mr. Euos a committee of one to 
approach Chinatown by a circuitous route, 
investigate its sanitary condition, and if need 
be, with a club, start the “ Moon-eyed Leop­ 
ards” toward Hongkong, to the tuue of the 
“ Rogues March.” Mr. Enos gravely ac­ 
cepted the trust, amidst much merriment, 
and hoped, as the Alameda Senator was fa­ 
miliar with that tune, that he would enlist 
under his leadership. 
Mr. Burt, from the Committee on Public 
Morals, presented a long report of the search 
of that eommoiittee for the “ dog in the 
well.” 
Master Lawrence, Page at the desk, on 
behalf of State officers, Senators and rep­ 
resentatives of the press, in a well-delivered 
speech presented to Secretary Boruck four 
ca-es of solid silver table service, and Mr. 
Boruck made an appropriate reply. Master 
Levy, a page, read a written address and 
presented to President Mau.-field, on behalf 
! of the pages, a silver tilting water pitcher 
ar.d goblet. Master Durner, a page, followed 
in a strikingly well-framed address to 
i the 
Senate 
and 
its 
President, and 
presented 
the 
latter _ with 
a 
gold 
moss-agate cabinet ring, and Governor Mans­ 
field pressed Senator Cheney into service to 
reply for him, to which he objected face­ 
tiously, as he had received no moss-agate 
ring, but concluded in a happy speech, full of 
friendly and kindly expressions. 
Mr. Chase spoke briefly, expressing warm 
feelings of friendship for all of the ¡senators 
and the officers of the body. 
Mr. Dickinson introduced a resolution call­ 
ing on Senator Conger to collate bis speeches 
and experiences and publish them in seventy- 
two octavo volumes, and appropriating §700,­ 
000 to pay for the same. 
Mr. Conger replied mirthfully, and was 
frequently interrupted by facetious motions, 
suggestions and points of order, one being a 
telegram from Bodie, read by the President: 
“ Bodie must have another Superior Judge; 
send us Conger or Burt,” aud then the Senate 
had a hearty laugh, the point being that the 
body has of late been much importuned by 
telegrams from Bodie. 
Mr. Enos made a fervent peace and for­ 
giveness and good fellowship speech. 
A t 10:35, on motion of Mr. Sears, a com­ 
mittee was sent to the G-overnor to ascertain 
if he had any further communications to 
wake, In a few moments the committee re­ 


ported that the Governor had nothing to 
communicate, thanked the Senate, and sent 
it his congratulations. 
Master Lawrence, on behalf of the Senate 
attaches, presented to Senator Dickinson, for 
Sergeant-at-Arms Wasson, a gold-headed 
cane, and Mr. Dickinson replied, humorously 
detailing the arrests and midnight rides made 
by the Sergeant on the occasion of the recent 
call of the Senate. 
Mr. Johnson made a humorous speech in 
behalf of the Napa, Alameda, San Joaquin 
and Santa Clara delegations, aud closed with 
words of apology for any harshness, and with 
expressions of friendship for all the Senators. 
On motion of Mr. Hittell, the Secretary 
was sent to ask the Assembly if it had any 
further communications for the Senate, and 
meanwhile a concurrent resolution was 
adopted 
TO ADJOURN SINE DIE 
At 11 o’clock. Mr. Brown introduced a res­ 
olution asking allopathic Senator Pardee 
hereafter to administer his temper in homoeo­ 
pathic doses, and Mr. Pardee replied in a 
speech, in which he traveled with Senator 
Long to the planet Jupiter and back, and 
concluded with a witticism that brought 
down the house when he referred to the cane 
presentation as reminding him of Mr. Enos’ 
grandmother Eve who presented Adam with 
a lit'le Cain. 
Mr. Johnson expressed for the Senate its 
recognition of the faithfulness and ability of 
the Secretary and clerks, and its thanks to 
the Press for sparing criticisms. 
Mr. Pardee wanted recognition of the ur­ 
banity and firmness of the Doorkeeper to be 
made. At 10:53 the Assembly notified the 
Senate of its concurrence in the proposition 
to adjourn at 11, and then Mr. Pardee moved 
that Senator Pool pronounce the benediction 
on the dissolution of the Senate. Iu the 
midst of the laughter this provoked, Mr. 
Johnston made the motion to adjourn, and at 
11 P. m. the President declared the Senate 
adjourned sine die. 
THE END. 
The Senators gathered in the center of the 
Chamber, bid each other good-by, and ex­ 
changed many a “ God bless you,” and 
“ Good luck go with you.” The Secretary of 
State’s deputies took charge of the doors, and 
in twenty minutes more the Senate Chamber 
was deserted. 
Between 11 and 12 o’clock a large number 
of ladies, legislators and State officers met 
Governor Perkins in the office of Adjutant- 
General Backus’, at the invitation of the 
latter, who entertained his guests with and 
set out a parting cup. 
The activities in the Senate Chamber dur­ 
ing the closing hour were not very marked— 
the humor was quiet, the demeanor staid, 
and the dignity of the body but slightly 
unbent. 
WHAT IT COST. 
The Legislature being now so effectually dead 
that nothing short of a blast from the Guberna­ 
torial trump can resurrect it, it becomes in­ 
teresting to ascertain just what the session 
has cost the people of the State in cold dol­ 
lars by way of expenses. These figures are 
as they appeared on the Controller’s books 
un to the time of the closing of the office yes­ 
terday :

Air McClatchy 
moved that the Board propose to charge text­ 
books in the public schools. Mr. Butler 
moved to refer the matter of advertising for 
bids for contracts to the Advertising Commit­ 
tee. Carried. The Board finally decided to 
adverti.-e in the R ecord-TJnioN, Daily lice 
and Sacramento Journal. E. M. Martin, 
President of the Odd Fellows’ Picnic Com­ 
mittee, appeared and requested that a holi­ 
day be given to the pupils April 26th. Mr. 
Butler moved that the request be granted. 
The motion was carried. The Board then 
adjourned.

The clouds which were dispersed late 
Wednesday night gathered again yesterday 
morning, and for a while threatened to re­ 
peat the copious performance of the day be­ 
fore, but only light showers fell in the morn­ 
ing, though it is yet partially cloudy. The 
Sacramento river rose steadily all day, and at 
midnight marked 20 feet 11 inches, a rise of 6 
inches in 24 hours. The water back of 
Washington, on the other side of the river, 
backing up from the tules, still covers the 
dirt road for some distance to the depth of 
three feet. 
A number of men were at work all day try­ 
ing to build up Todhunter’s ranch levee, a 
mile and a half up the river from Washing­ 
ton, to prevent an overflow, but it seemed an 
almost useless task, and a break was expected 
during the night, which would submerge the 
grain fields and allow the water to run into 
the tules. At the “ point ” in the main levee 
just above Washington the levee has been 
giving way and falling into the river, until 
but half of the bank remains, and if a current 
was running against it, it would soon be de­ 
molished. 
The American river at Folsom was falling 
yesterday, and will probably be lower here 
to-day. The rains from up the Sacramento 
valley reaching here to-day will probably 
prevent any falling of the liver, but as it is 
not raining on the enow at any place, no 
greater rise need be expected at present. 
The snow-storm on the mountains con­ 
tinued all of Wednesday night aud has not 
yet,ceased, though it has somewhat abated, 
with indications of a cessation. Wednesday 
night, when the west-bound emigrant train 
was about three miles east of Emigrant Gap 
in the sheds a slide nearly three hundred 
fe >t in width came tumbling down the 
mountain side, and crushing through the shed 
roofs, struck seven freight cars, which were 
nearest the engine, and threw them from 
the track, but did not injure any of the 
passengers or employes. It was a narrow 
escape, however, for had the slide struck the 
coaches serious injury might have been in­ 
flicted. The train, of course, was blockaded— 
could not go forward or return—and there it 
stayed, all day and last night. Provisions 
and supplies were sent to the passengers as 
soon as possible and their interests looked 
after. 
Yesterday morning, as a train of 
eight engines were pushing a plow down 
from Summit to Cisco, at full speed 
through the sheds with eighty men on board, 
the engines left the rails and ran some dis­ 
tance on the snow and ice, throwing the 
plow entirely out of the shed. Strange to 
say, no one was injured, and the engines were 
soon run back upon the rails arid put to ser­ 
vice. The snow-fall for twenty-four hours 
ending at 12 o’clock last night was: at 
Truckee 4i feet, Summit 5 feet, Cisco 4 
feet 2 inches. Emigrant Gap 5 feet 6 inches, 
Blue Canyon 2 feet S inches, Alta 2 feet. 
The road is clear from Cisco to Truckee, and 
from Sacramento to Emigrant Gap, leaving 
but about four miles where there is trouble. 
Superintendent Pratt and Master Mechanic 
Cooley are just east of Emigrant Gap, 
where the blockade is, and expected, if noth­ 
ing serious occurred during the night, to 
have the road entirely clear at 5 o’clock this 
morning. 
The trains bound west have 
stopped at Truckee. The trains west of Alta 
have been rnuning to and from that point 
from Sacramento on regular time. If the 
road was cleared by this morning the over­ 
land trains f.-om the East will piobably ar­ 
rive this evening.

RATS AND THEIR HABITS. 


Who Was the Author of " I Smell a B at?” 
Curious Facts About Bats. 
[Troy Times.) 
We have received the following question 
from “ A Constant Reader” of the Time»: 
“ Who is the author of the expression ‘I 
smell a rat ?’ ” 
Quoth Hudibras, “ I smell a rat 
Kalpho, thou dost prevaricate. 
—H udibra», F a rt / ., Canta 1. 
The expression also occurs in the “ Tale 
of a Tub,” act 4. scene 3. 
Sir Boyle Roche 
got off, in the British Parliament, his cele­ 
brated speech containing the following 
mixed metaphor : “ Mr. Speaker—I smell 
a rat; I see him floating in the air; but 
mark me, I shall yet nip him in the bud.” 


RATS AND THEIR HABITS. 
Rats and their habits is not a very im­ 
portant subject, but may be interesting to 
some of the readers of the Times. 
The 
most important of the rat species are the 
Norway or brown rat, M . decumanus, aud 
the black rat, M. rattux. 
The brown rat 
is known all over the world, and is very 
destructive in its habits. 
It belonged 
originally to Central Asia. 
Crossing the 
Volga in large troops in 1737, it stocked 
Russia and subsequently overran all Eu­ 
rope. 
The original locality of the black 
rat is unknown. 
It has been the house rat 
of Europe from earliest times, and was in­ 
troduced into America in 1544. The brown 
rat appeared in this country about the 
period of our revolutionary war, and has 
increased with great rapidity, having al­ 
most, if not entirely, exterminated the 
black rat. 
FECUNDITY OF RATS. 
Rats begin to breed at two or three 
months old, and will have six or eight lit­ 
ters a year of eight young ones each on an 
average. Were there no natural hindrances 
to their multiplication, one pair would in­ 
crease to no less than six thousand in a 
single year, and this if theyr bred only once 
in two months. 
There is, however, one 
way in which they are destroyed by whole­ 
sale, for not only will rats devour the 
weakly and sick of their species as soon as 
they are unable to defend themselves, but 
if very hard pressed by hunger, as they 
doubtless often are, they will eat their 
young. 
The destruction by cats, dogs and 
men is as a general thing inconsiderable. 
The very happy results often attributed to 
the use of dogs and cats are usually due to 
the rats having multiplied so as to over­ 
stock the premises at the time their foes 
are introduced, when they scatter, emi­ 
grating, as is their instinct, in families to 
other localities. 
The number of rats in 
any single locality is almost always under­ 
estimated. 
They live in families, and send 
out scouts and spies, which are the only 
rats seen, unless great pains are taken, and 
a person remains quietly upon the watch 
from early in the evening, so that he is 
neither seen nor heard. 
Then they are 
often seen in scores, and often fierce battles 
are witnessed. 
The rat does not see very 
■well by day, being a nocturnal animal, but 
his hearing and sense of smell is very 
acute. 
A rat will never jump higher than 
thirty inches, but will climb rough walls, 
posts, etc., easily. 


SOCIAL LIFE IN RATS. 
The rat is eminently a social animal. 
Wheresoever man gees, the rat follows or 
accompanies him. 
City or country is 
equally agreeable to him. 
He enters into 
your house as a tenant-at-will (his own, 
not yours), works out for himself a covered 
way in your walls, ascends by it from one 
story to another, and leaving you the larger 
apartments, take possession of the space 
between floor and ceiling as an entresol for 
himself. 
There he has his parties and his 
revels, and his gallopades (merry ones they 
are) when you would be asleep if it were 
not for the spirit with which the youth 
of Ratland keep up the ball over your 
head. 
Sometimes the rat prepares for 
himself a mausoleum behind your chimney 
piece or under your hearth-stone, and re­ 
tires into it when he is about to die, and 
very soon affords you full proof that 
though lie may have lived like a hermit, 
his relics are not in the odor of sanctity. 


RATS AMONG THE ANCIENTS. 
The Egyptians and Phrygians deified 
rats. 
The people of Ba-sora and Cam bray 
to the present time forbid their destruc­ 
tion. 
In Egypt the rat symbolized “ utter 
destruction;” it also symbolized “ judg­ 
ment,” because rats always choose the best 
bread for their repast. 
Pliny tells us that 
the Romans drew presages from these ani­ 
mals, and to see a white rat foreboded 
good fortune. 
The bucklers at Lannvium 
being gnawed by rats presaged ill fortune, 
and the battle of the Marses, fought soon 
after, confirmed this superstition. 
Proser­ 
pine’s veil was embroidered with rats. 
It was once a prevalent opinion that rats 
could be extirpated by anathematizing 
them by rhyming verse or by metrical 
chirms. 
This notion is frequently alluded 
to by ancient authors. 
Thus Ben Jonson 
says: 
“ Rhyme them to death, as they do 
Irish r a t s a n d Shakespeare makes Rosa­ 
lind say, “ I was never so berhymed since 
I was an Irish rat,” alluding to the Pytha- 
gorian doctrine of the transmigration of 
. souls. 
Apollo received the aristocratic sobriquet 
of “ Rat-killer” from the following inci­ 
dent : Cr n s, one of his priests, having 
neglected his official duties, he sent against 
him a swarm of rats ; but the priest, see­ 
ing the invaders coming, repented and ob­ 
tained forgiveness of the god, who anni­ 
hilated the swarms which he had sent with 
his far-darting arrows. 
For this redoubta­ 
ble exploit, ttie sun-god received the appel­ 
lation of “ Apollo, the Rat-killer.” 
Comparatively few rats are poisoned, 
but their actions alarm others, and when 
the poisoned ones run away it brings on a 
general flight so that often not a single 
rat is left. 
Strange noises, as the dis­ 
charge of firearms or a wideawake terrier, 
will cause a stampede of rats ; phosphorus 
paste causes them especial discomfort, and 
is efficient in driving them away.

It is stated that Prince Ouroussoff, Rus­ 
sian Secretary of State, is engaged on a 
scheme for introducing the Gregorian Cal­ 
endar into Russia. 
The Oulof, of St. Petersburg, states that 
fears are entertained for the safety of Pre- 
jevalsky, the Russian explorer in Central 
Africa, from various reports that have come 
to hand concerning him. 
The Low-Rhenish Antiquarian Society at 
Xanten are having extensive excavations 
made outside the Clevegate of that town, 
where very large Roinau foundations have 
been discovered, dating from the Colonia 
Trajana. 
Signor Denza, of the Moncalieri Obser­ 
vatory, points out the coincidence of a 
shock of earthquake in Lombardy and 
Piedmont on Feüruary i)th, with the great 
activity of Etna the same day, and an 
eruption of a volcano in St. Domingo. 
The building of the Nice Observatory, 
established by M. Bischofsdieim, is pro­ 
gressing favorably. 
M. Perrotin, one of

Breguet will write more specially on phys­ 
ics, amLM. Richet on chemistry. 
Native Japanese papers state that ar­ 
rangements for constructing a railway be­ 
tween the Urouchi coal mines and the Ish- 
igiri river in the island of Yezo are pro­ 
gressing, and that an agent of the Coloni­ 
zation Department will shortly proceed to 
the United States to purchase necessary 
material. 
A memorial is being signed in various 
parts of England to the Vice-Chancellor of 
the University of Cambridge, praying that 
the Senate will grant to properly qualified 
women the right ot admission to the exam­ 
ination for University degrees, and to the 
degrees conferred according to the results 
of such examinations. 
A few years ago Dr. Legoff subjected 
himself to an operation of transfusion of 
blood in order to save the life of a wounded 
soldier lying in Val de Grace Hospital in 
Pans.

San F rancisco, April 15, 1880. 
There can be no question bu t th at the recent 
copious rainfall has given great heart to business, 
and th a t there are hopes of a revival in th e near 
future. 
But this feeling has been fully as much 
stim ulated by the recent overthrow at the polls of 
the disturbing political element. 
The outlook now is th at capital will shed some of 
its tim idity, and th at investm ents will soon be quite 
liberally made ; at least this is th e hope, and it 
seems to have some basic foundation in reality. 
In freights very little is doing. 
Exporters of grain 
seem to have ceased operations, and no engagements 
are recorded. 
The nominal sale for European char­ 
ters stands, therefore, at £2. 
In domestic produce lines there never was a fairer 
outlook. The wheat yield promises to be very great. 
Indeed, the grain product it is estim ated will be 
50 per cent, in excess of th at of last year, provided 
rust and drying northers do not set in. The Herald. 
says: 
Appearances now point to a very great change in 
the way and m anner of wheat loading in the future. 
It is well known to our readers th at heretofore a 
large num ber of ships after taking on board a few 
hundred tons of wheat for “ stiffening" proceed 
across the bay to Oakland Wharf, to Vullejo, or to 
Mis ion Rock warehouse where lacilities for loading 
are furnished at less cost for wharfage, etc., than is 
chargeable at o ar city wharves. 
It now appears 
th at other shippers are at present erecting a wharf 
and 
large 
grain warehouse near Martinez, at

Costa, 
where 
they ex­ 
pect to load 
many 
ships 
with 
wheat

season—free of wharfage. 
At Benicia still other 
shipping m erchants expect to have warehouse and 
wharf accommodations erected upon a large scale, 
where they also expect to load their ships free of 
wharfage. 
These several wheat depots are con­ 
nected with the railroads that perm eate all pan s of 
the wheat growing sections of the State, and iu this 
way they seek to save much expense th at is now 
incurred by loading their vesse s in this city. 
Wool comes in slowly, and quotations stand at 
rates last quoted. 
Exports for the week have been 
very liberal. 
In moneyed circles there is a b etter feeling. Local 
securities are in active dem and, and con-iderable 
investm ents have already been made in home im­ 
provements, etc.

unfortunate man was put under medical 
treatm ent, but 
up to the present no 
amelioration of his condition has been 
effected. 
Similar cases have repeatedly been ob­ 
served. 
Dr. Solger, the well-known writer 
and linguist, who at the tim e of his death 
was Secretary of the Treasury, had the 
misfortune of falling from his horse while 
riding in the vicinity of W ashington, and 
striking on a stone with his head, thereby 
sustaining a fracture of the skull.

S p r in g f ie l d (111.), April 16th.—The newly* 
organized Lincoln Guard uf Honor held 
memorial services at the catacomb of the 
Lincoln monument yesterday morning, in 
commemoration of the fifteenth anniversary 
of the death of Abraham Lincoln. The 
services began at 7:22. Washington time, 
that being the exact hour and minute at 
which Lincoln died at Washington. About 
300 persons were present. Lincoln’s farewell 
address to his Springfield friends on starting 
for Washington was read by Rev. Albert 
Hale. Lincoln’s second inaugural was read 
by Clinton L. Conklinsr, after which Rev. 
William R. Ottteck, of York, England, de­ 
livered the memorial address. 
A B ig G ia n l M e e tin g in C h ic a g o . 
C h ic a g o, April 16th.—A mass meeting in 
the interest of General Grant was held in 
Central Music Hall last evening, at which 
nearly 3,000 people were present, all avail­ 
able room being closely occupied. Robert E. 
Lincoln was Chairman. The speakers of the 
evening were Emery A. Storrs, whose speech 
was replete with humor, which was heartily 
appreciated by the audience, Stephen A. 
liouglass, Jr., E. C. Lamed, Gen.' John A. 
Logan and others.

C h ic a g o , 
April 
16th.—The 
Tribune's 
Washington special says: 
Army men are 
sensitive under insinuations that white cadets 
committed the outrage on W hittaker. Their 
theory is that the deed was perpetrated by 
negro bootblacks and servants outside the 
post limits, as W hittaker visited the colored 
families in uniform and was a prime favorite 
among the girls. 


W e st P o in t, April 16th.—In the investi­ 
gation to day Townsend questioned W hitta­ 
ker as to his social standing in the corps. 
W hittaker said he had had no associates 
since he first arrived in 1876 ; never partici­ 
pated in their sports ; never had visits from 
them ; was ignored by the waiters in the 
mess-room. A t the last annual examination 
his standing was 47th in a class of 58. He 
had no cause to suppose that his passing the 
examination was endangered. A t the close 
W hittaker made a statement denouncing as 
false the newspaper assertion that he had 
said he did not expect justice from this Court. 
The spectators applauded the witness. 
Commandant Lizelle, of the Cadet Corps, 
testified, and gave an account of his exami­ 
nation of the cadets, and of the circum­ 
stances of the W hittaker outrage. 
He found 
no clue, except that in a package for W hit­ 
taker from a laundry he found two handker­ 
chiefs corresponding with the bloody one in 
W hittaker’s room. 
He saw no bruises on 
W hittaker. The latter was perfectly willing 
that his room should be searched. Colonel 
Lazelle gave the reasons why he thought 
W hittaker shamming. 
He was strongly im­ 
pressed with the idea that the hand-writing 
in the note of warning and the finding of 
the necktie was against W hittaker, because 
no person in civilian dress would have 
brought it there. W hittaker’s manner since 
the occurrence has been of uniform frankness 
and candor, extremely so with all the cadets.
